SDM Editorial 





Snr is the time tens-of-thousands of 
veteran divers begin dragging their 
scuba gear out of mothballs for another 
season. Tank pressures are gauged, re- 
gulators repaired and fresh wetsuit ce- 
ment purchased as the general hose flex- 
ing process commences. 

Unfortunately, the diving gear is usually 
in a lot better shape than the user! Flabby 
muscles and short wind could cause that 
first outing to be a narrow escape, in- 
stead of fun. 

This editorial is not meant to be another 
one of those drills, with a lineup of 21 
Do’s and Don'ts. You’ve already gone 
through all of that in scuba class. Let’s 
approach this problem with a little bit of 
common sense and a realistic appraisal 
of our own physical condition. 

A long time ago, the U.S. Navy found 
that drownings accounted for 90 percent 
of the dive fatalities—and many of these 
could be traced back to one primary 
Cause—overexertion. Overexertion, and 
subsequent exhaustion, can lead to a va- 
riety of problems including cramps, ex- 
treme fatigue, nausea, increasing weak- 
ness, panic, unconsciousness. 

Taking this overexertion problem a 
step further, most scuba instructors, club 
divemasters and charter boat skippers 
have learned that the most hazardous 
time of the year is the beginning of the 
season. Last year’s veterans return gung- 
ho for that first solashdown, failing to re- 
alize the terrific toll that has been taken 
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on their muscles from months of inactivity 
and eating munchies in front of the TV 
set. They see themselves as the super- 
divers of yesteryear, stroking 100 yards 
with doubles and never taking a second 
breath. Much to their amazement and 
horror, they discover their bodies are not 
operating on all cylinders and wind has 
evaporated like last week’s martini! 

How does one combat overexertion? It 
takes three basic tools: knowledge, phys- 
ical stamina and a healthy respect for the 
sea. Modern divers get their knowledge 
in scuba class and also a taste of that sta- 
mina during pool practice. The knowl- 
edge generally sticks with them for a life- 
time, but physical stamina begins to fade 
as soon as they stop swimming. There 
are no shortcuts—muscles have to work; 
lungs must fully cycle and the heart pump 
strongly, in order to maintain stamina. |n- 
activity is stamina’s worst enemy. That is 
why the YMCA has gone to all the trouble 
of building so many swimming pools. 

Now we come to that third important 
tool: a healthy respect for the sea. It is 
time to take stock—an honest appraisal 
of your physical condition. Are you fit 
enough to swim in the waters you plan to 
visit? Forget how well you could dive last 
year, what about right now? You can cer- 
tainly find out in a hurry; visit a neighbor- 
hood pool this week. 

How much is enough? Rather than be- 
come entangled in a complicated discus- 
sion of minimum distance requirements, 
| think it is enough to say every diver 
Knows the minimum requirements for 
his/her kind of diving. Since water condi- 
tions are not standardized across the 
country, it hardly seems reasonable that 
we could formulate a realistic standard 
for nationwide application. For example, 
compare the warm, quiet waters of a 


shallow Bahamian reef with the boiling 
surf and strong currents Malibu, Califor- 
nia. Little old ladies in tennis sneakers 
can snorkel about the Bahamian reef, 
while it often requires a lifeguard-type 
athlete to brave the thunderous waters of 
the West. 

Personally, | believe a diver should be 
able to swim one-quarter mile in eight 
minutes or less with fins and mask. That 
is approximately 22 laps of a standard 20 
yard YMCA pool. The eight minute time is 
maximum and this can be trimmed con- 
siderably by a diver in good shape. The 
quarter mile minimum is a good way to 
prepare for open water diving in such 
places as Catalina Island, New Jersey’s 
offshore wrecks, oil rig diving in the Gulf, 
or some deep reef work off the Keys. 

Scuba instructors require more exer- 
cise because their roles are much more 
demanding. They may be called upon to 
do hard work at depth, drag bulky equip- 
ment around underwater, or rescue a fel- 
low diver. For this kind of physical stami- 
na, a half-mile swim in 15 minutes is not 
asking too much. Again, this is with just 
mask and fins. There are dozens of other 
minimums which could be cited, but it all 
boils down to exercise. 

Skin and scuba diving is still one of the 
safest watersports in America. We lose 
fewer than 120 persons annually, many 
of whom are not physically capable of 
coping with the rigors of open water div- 
ing, or blissful practitioners who have for- 
gotten how rough the ocean can be. The 
number of divers lost is comparatively 
minute when compared to the estimated 
7,000 swimming accidents in the U.S. 
each year. Yes, diving is a safe sport—so 
let's keep it that way. If you are planning 
to rekindle that old flame for diving, why 
not tune up first? >

1. A. Emergency swimming ascent, 
extra second stage, buddy 
breathing. Although the choice of 
which procedure to use will be influ- 
enced by depth and other factors, it is 
generally agreed that independent ac- 
tion via an emergency ascent is pre- 
ferred when possible. If that is not fea- 
sible, sharing air with an extra second 
stage is the appropriate choice. Buddy 
breathing is considered the least desir- 
able option because it is a complex, 
two handed skill involving two people. 


2. A. Stop swimming. Studies at 
UCLA show that when divers swim to 
each other and initiate buddy breathing 
they tend to cease swimming move- 
ments and sink to the bottom. This is 
not the correct or the desirable action 
because buddy breathing is to be used 
to ascend. By being aware of this ten- 
dency, which results from perceptual 
narrowing, you may be able to avoid it. 


3. B. The donor of air should take 
two breaths before giving the 
regulator to the receiver initially. 
This is incorrect. The receiver has ex- 
haled, received no air with attempted 
inspiration and is badly starved for air. 
Seconds matter. The donor can start 
with air in the lungs, so need not pre- 
pare to share air. The regulator should 
be passed to the receiver instantly to 
prevent a panic situation by overcom- 
ing the strong urge to breathe which 
occurs when the lungs are empty. 


4. D. Four breaths. Two breaths is 
the established number for buddy 
breathing, but that is for the regular 
rhythm maintained after the initial ex- 
change. The receiver needs to recover 
from respiratory difficulty and studies 
have shown divers are more successful 
in executing buddy breathing ascents 
when the receiver gets four initial 
breaths than when only two are re- 
ceived. Get your buddy to agree to this 
procedure. 


5. C. The donor holds the regulator 
continuously while the receiver 
guides it into his or her own mouth. 
Maintaining control of the regulator is 
essential on the part of the donor. 
There is a tendency for donors to try to 
“feed” air to the receiver, but this 
should be avoided. During practice in 
shallow water, have your buddy at- 
tempt to take the regulator from you so 
you can learn what is needed to main- 
tain control. Be sure to establish need- 
ed signals to ensure safety for this ex- 
ercise. 


6. C. Exhale when the regulator is 
not in the mouth. Breath-holding with 
compressed air in the lungs can result 
in a lung expansion injury, which is ex- 
tremely serious. The principal rule of 
scuba diving is, ‘Avoid breath-holding,” 
and this applies to buddy breathing sit- 
uations. The other rules mentioned are 
important as well. 


7. A. Pressing the lips against the 
mouthpiece. Inserting the mouthpiece 
fully into the mouth takes time and of- 
ten causes the mask to leak. By purs- 
ing your lips and ‘‘kissing’”’ the mouth- 
piece, you can get a good seal, speed 
up exchanges and even make the ex- 
ercise more sanitary. If you haven't 
used this technique, give it a try. 


8. D. Reaching the surface. Accident 
reports on buddy breathing suggest 
one of the problem areas is the aban- 
doning of buddy breathing during as- 
cent. When an exchange rhythm has 
been established, maintain it through- 
out the ascent. This should be an 
agreed upon procedure by buddies. 


9. False. Not all certification agencies 
teach air sharing by the exchange of a 
single regulator. You may have a bud- 
dy who does not know how to buddy 
breathe, so you need to discuss emer- 
gency procedures. 


10. Any answer is acceptable, 
although C should be done under 
the supervision of an instructor. The 
concept is that buddy breathing can 
only be effective if skill proficiency is 
maintained. This requires frequent 
practice. When it is ineffective, it is be- 
cause the unsuccessful divers have not 
renewed the skill. It can be a viable 
emergency option, but only if the 
parties applying it have practiced it to- 
gether recently. 


You may not agree with all of the answers, but they represent a consen- 
Sus of opinion by many of the leading diving educators. Today’s tech- 
nology—extra second stages, emergency breathing systems and pony 
bottles—could make buddy breathing obsolete, but this hasn’t hap- 
pened yet because the majority of divers have not made the investment 
in the additional life support equipment. Without this equipment, you 
may need to buddy breathe in an emergency. Make sure you are able 
to perform the skill safely and comfortably with each and every one of 
your buddies. | hope you will invest in some back-up scuba equipment 
or that you will practice buddy breathing regularly as if your life de- 


pended on it.

We predicted this in the February is- 
sue of SDM, urging divers, dive store 
operators, charter boat captains, training 
organizations and equipment manufac- 
turers to gear up for the next round. 

This time the fight is against H.R. 25, 
the ‘‘Abandoned Shipwreck Act of 
1985’’— basically the same as H.R. 
3194, the bill divers defeated last year. 
Our battle plan will be exactly the same 
as before. We'll write to our Congress- 
men and Senators. 

Bennett, if you will recall, is the politi- 
cian who was quoted in a Florida news- 
paper as calling all divers ‘“‘looters,’’ 
while sponsoring an asinine bill that 
called for a $10,000 fine for a diver bring- 
ing up an artifact from a historical wreck. 

Bennett is accompanied by Texas Con- 
gressman Jim Wright, who co-sponsored 
H.R. 25. Wright is the House Majority 
Leader and wants to succeed Tip O'Neill 
as House Speaker. Wright was prodded 
by Fred Wendorf, head of the Texas An- 
tiquities Committee, to push for legisla- 
tion to rule divers off Texas shipwrecks. 
(Texas divers please take note!) Wright 
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joined forces with Texas Senators Tower 
and Bentsen and that’s how anti-ship- 
wreck legislation wormed its way into a 
Senate sub-committee last year. 

Politicians who know nothing about 
diving pulled a lot of sneak plays last year 
and unfortunately, history has a way of 
repeating itself. Last year’s bureaucratic 
nightmare was manipulated and con- 
trived and continues on the same course. 
H.R. 25 was referred immediately to the 
Interior and Insular Affairs Committee 
where Bennett and Wright figure there 
will be little opposition. The bill will move 
swiftly and methodically to the House 
floor, therefore we must act quickly. 

To simplify the write-in process, you 
might write one letter and make photo or 
carbon copies of it. Then send it to your 
Congressmen and Senators. Tell them 
you strongly oppose H.R. 25 and its Sen- 
ate counterpart. The Senators are espe- 
cially important because that is where we 
won the battle last year. Remember, we 
don’t need these bills because historic 
shipwrecks are already protected by Ad- 
miralty Law, the Marine Sanctuaries Act 
and anything inside a United States Na- 
tional Park system. The diving community 
has legitimate concerns that have been 
totally ignored by people such as Bennett 
and Wright. Congress has wasted thou- 
sands of hours dabbling with frivolous 
shipwreck legislation while serious prob- 
lems have gone unattended. 

lf legislation is passed, divers will be 
regulated off wrecks they have discov- 
ered. Divers yearn to retain free enter- 
prise and their right to dive shipwrecks 
without state and government harass- 
ment in the form of licenses, permits and 
unfair restrictions. If legislation passes, 
shipwreck divers will lose interest in div- 
ing, many dive shops will go out of busi- 
ness and diving equipment manufactur- 
ers will suffer. We must band together 
and express our concerns now—don't 
put it off, write today! For Congressmen: 
U.S. House of Representatives, Washing- 
ton, DC 20515. For Senators: U.S. Sen- 
ate, Washington, DC 20510.

Our annual diving medicine program. 
During this we spent several days dis- 
cussing diving safety with Dr. Glenn Egs- 
trom of UCLA. He is an expert on diving 
equipment, training and water safety. His 
research has contributed significantly to 
the excellent safety record we enjoy in 
sport diving. Important topics of discus- 
sion included: 

Buoyancy—Use of buoyancy control 
devices (BCs) has made diving easier for 
those who have difficulty establishing 
neutral buoyancy. They have, however, 
brought some new problems. For exam- 
ple, if your BC contains air while you are 
underwater, you must be careful you do 
not ascend rapidly. If the BC is not emp- 
tied as you rise, the expansion of gas 
during ascent (remember Boyle’s law) 
may produce a rapid increase in buoyan- 
cy and an accelerating rate of ascent. 
The effects of an out of control buoyant 
ascent are lung overpressure and air em- 
bolism. Be sure you remove air from the 
BC when you ascend and avoid ascena- 
ing out of control. Also, check your flota- 
tion posture on the surface with the BC in- 
flated. Some jacket type BCs can posi- 
tion the diver face down in the water. 

Vertigo—Beware of alternobaric verti- 
go. When the pressure or temperature in 
one ear differs from that of the other, you 
will get vertigo. Common causes include 
passing through a thermocline in a way 
that subjects one ear to colder water than 
the other; lifting a wetsuit hood on one 
side, allowing cold water to reach only 
one ear; and rupturing one eardrum on 
descent and having cold water enter the 
middle ear. The vertigo can cause disori- 
entation and vomiting. This combination 
can result in panic and drowning. 

Weightbelts—Failure to ditch a 
weightbelt seems to be a common 
accompaniment of fatal sport scuba acci- 
dents. Dr. Egstrom’s research indicates

that you may not be able to remove your 
weightbelt when it becomes necessary. 
Often, when the decision to ditch a 
weightbelt is made, the diver is already in 
a near panic state and not able to act 
properly. For example, if your backpack 
and weightbelt buckles are the same type 
you can easily be confused and open the 
backpack buckle by mistake. Now you 
have a tank floating above your head to 
add to your problems. Try wearing the 
two belts in ways that allow the buckles 
to open in opposite directions (remember 
which is the weightbelt buckle!). Does 
your weightbelt rotate around your waist 
during a dive? If that occurs, you may not 
find the buckle when you need it most. 
Leaving a length of belt extending from 
the buckle is another bad habit—it has to 
go through the buckle in an emergency 
and is likely to jam. Trim your belt to the 
proper length. Four or five inches of belt 
beyond the buckle is adequate. Do not 
solve the problem by tucking the long 
loose end under the belt. The best way to 
ditch your weightbelt is to carefully re- 
move it, hold it away from you and let it 
go. Do not let the loop slide down your 
legs; it may Snag on your knife or fins. 

Octopus regulators also pose some in- 
teresting problems. | have always been 
dismayed at the ‘“‘Christmas tree’ ap- 
proach to diving where regulator, gauge 
console and numerous other appur- 
tenances hang randomly from the diver. 
In coral, kelp and wrecks these often 
snag and must be disengaged. Dragging 
in sand, the octopus second stage will 
become clogged and unusable. If the 
regulator is jammed open by debris, you 
will lose your air Supply rapidly. Keep 
your gauges and hoses anchored in con- 
venient, accessible locations. Remember 
also, when a single high pressure first 
stage supplies two second stage regula- 
tors, two divers should alternate breaths 
on the two regulators to avoid a large 
pressure drop in the first stage. 

Our diving equipment constitutes a life 
support system. We depend on it to per- 
form safely in the underwater environ- 
ment. Failure of any component can re- 
sult in a serious accident. Yet, we know 
that 85-90 percent of diving accidents oc- 
cur because of human error. You can de- 
pend on your equipment, but you must 
use It properly. 

Note: Over the past three years, we 
have answered numerous letters. The 
most common problem encountered (17 
percent of all queries) involved ear diffi- 
culties with diving. Since ears contain air 
spaces and delicate membranes that are 
easily injured by pressure changes, they 
will continue to be a problem for all div- 
ers. It is important to understand how 
your ears are affected by diving and to 
pay careful attention to their health. >

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Fujichrome 400 Film Test

ee 400 RH is a medium-fast 
color slide film designed primarily for 
projection. Although it can also be used 
for making direct positive prints on Fuji- 
chrome paper and can be duplicated with 
Fujichrome Duplicating Film, the slide 
show is where Fuji 400 RH shines. 

This new film has Fuji's new UDG (uni- 
formly developing grain), L-coupler and 


AME (auto masking emulsion), which are 
also present in the the professional ver- 
sions of Fujichrome films. The UDG pro- 
cess distributes the different size halide 
grains more evenly. Thus, the resulting 
emulsion has a finer, more uniform grain 
Structure. The new latex-type L-coupler 
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packs the dye-forming color couplers in 
closer so the emulsion can be made thin- 
ner. This reduces light scatter, which in- 
creases image sharoness. The auto 
masking emulsion produces better con- 
trol of the layers within the emulsion. 
Thus, color degradation is reduced. To 
sum up, the new Fujichrome is definitely 
superior to the older versions it replaces. 


FILM SPEEDS 
lf you already have working knowledge 
of film speeds, you can skip this section. 
Fujichrome 400 has a film speed of ISO 
(or ASA) 400. ISO stands for International 
Standards Organization, ASA stands for 











the older American Standards Associa- 
tion. The film speed rating numbers of 
these two organizations are identical. Fu- 
jichrome 400 is also rated at 27 DIN, a 
German film speed system. 

Each time the ISO (or ASA) is doubled, 
the film requires half as much light (one 
f stop less) for an exposure. As exam- 
ples, if Fujichrome 50 required f4 at 1/90 
second for an exposure, Fujichrome 100 
would require f5.6. Fujichrome 400, how- 
ever, would require f11 because the ISO 
speed has been doubled three times. 

As a general rule, the slower the film 
(the lower the !SO rating), the finer the 
grain. Conversely, the faster the film (the 















































higher the [SO rating), the more apparent 
the grain and the less saturated the color. 
Thus, U/W photographers often choose 
the slowest film that allows them to use 
acceptable apertures and shutter 
speeds. This is why Fuji (and other manu- 
facturers) offer films with different ISO 
speeds. Fuji gives you a choice of ISO 
50, 100 and 400 color slide films. 


WHY USE ISO 400? 

Fujichrome 400 offers three basic ad- 
vantages: First, as a medium-fast film, 
you can take U/W pictures with light that 
would be too dim for slower films, such 
as Fujichrome 50 or 100. Second, even 
with abundant light and normal shutter 
speeds, you may need high-numbered f 
stops to expand depth of field if you have

both near and far subjects in your pic- 
tures. Third, with enough light to expose 
with a slower film, Fujichrome 400 could 

allow you to use faster shutter speeds. 
Here are some examples of what ISO 
400 will do: In about 35 feet of clear Car- 
iobbean water, with a smooth surface and 
overhead sun and a level camera angle, 
you can expose at about f11 to f16 at 1/ 
60 or 1/90 second rather than the f4 to 
{5.6 that would be required with an ISO 
50 film. If you exposed at f16 with a Ni- 
konos 35 mm lens focused between four 
and five feet, depth of field extends from 
about three to ten feet. Or, if you wanted 
to stop fast action, you could expose at 
1/500 second at f5.6, but depth of field 
would be limited to about 3.75 to 5.5 feet. 
Darker conditions, however, may re- 
quire Fujichrome 400 rather than Fuji- 
chrome 50 or 100. For wreck photogra- 
phy on overcast days, on deep wrecks or 
when the visibility is down, you may need 
ISO 400 just to get a picture with accept-

One delicacy of the sea found on the 
West Coast, the Dungeness crab, (Can- 
cer magister) has ten legs including the 
claws; a rounded, hard, orange-brown 
shell top; and a pair of stalked eyes in

front. A tail-like section is tucked tightly 
underneath, between the legs. The fe- 
male carries eggs under this flap of a tail 
until they hatch and the tiny larvae swim 
away. The female crab has a broad U- 
shaped abdomen while the male has a V- 
shaped abdomen. 

Crabs have a hard outer shell covering 
their entire body. This is fixed in size; in 
order to grow the crab must molt (shed 
its shell) and grow a new, larger one. 
Most molting occurs in May and June, al- 
though it can take place at any time dur- 
ing the year. After molting, the crab ab- 








sorbs water and swells up to its new, 
larger size. A crab is helpless while the 
shell is still flexible and usually hides until 
its shell hardens. Crabs caught after a 
molt have soft shells with not much meat 
in them. It takes from 30-60 days for the 
shell to completely harden and the crab 
to become heavy and solid again. A soft- 
shelled crab is recognized by the very 
light color of the shell—bluish-white in- 
stead of yellowish-brown. 

Two tools divers need to catch crabs 
are a gauge and a goodie bag. Crab 
gauges are made of a variety of materials 








from plastic to metal. Most have mea- 
surements indicating the legal sizes for 
crabs in California, Washington and Ore- 
gon. On the front edge of the crab’s cara- 
pace (back), between either eye and the 
widest point of the body, are ten distinct, 
serrated projections or teeth, with the 
tenth tooth at the widest point of the shell. 
The gauge is placed across the shell, im- 
mediately in front of these points. This 
measurement must be equal to or greater 
than, the required minimum. 

Dungeness crabs can be a challenge 
to catch as they are masters of camou- 
flage. They can often be found burrowing 
in the sand, in shallow water, where there 
is good tidal movement. The Dungeness 
is frequently buried in the sand. It also 
hides under seaweed, or other debris. 

Divers tend to have the best luck crab-

bing on the slack tide, either high or low. 
This is when there is the least amount of 
tidal movement and the crabs come out 
of hiding to feed. Dungeness crabs seem 
to have excellent visual perception, so all 
precautions must be taken to avoid being 
seen. One method is to establish buoyan- 
cy at about 10 feet above the ocean floor. 
This way you can see them, but hopefully 
they won't see you until it’s too late. It is 
best to come from behind the crab, rather 
than from in front. Indentations in the 
sand indicate the crab’s shell front. If you 
are careful, you can grab quickly before 
it knows what hit it. Be constantly aware 
of its claws. Hold the crab from the back 
or across the center of the carapace. 
Crabs have excellent reach and have 
been known to break fingers. Once you 
have a victim, check for gender, measure 
to see if it is legal, quickly get it into the

First Peek At Teknas 


Revolutionary

hat fun! The kelp was horizontal in 

the current. The force of the water 
as | moved through it whipped my snorkel 
against the side of my head. In front of 
me, two divers kicked furiously, but made 
little progress. Holding onto the DV-38X, | 
banked for a right turn, then glided in a 
huge, effortless circle around the two div- 
ers. | buzzed silently down to 90 feet, 
then soared slowly back up to 30. | had 
never before been able to see all of Eagle 
Reef on a single dive but this time it was 
easy. Spying a likely lobster lair, | glided 
over to investigate. The powerful light on 
the vehicle’s front illuminated the cave: 
No one was home. 

After 20 minutes | was getting chilled in 
the 53°F water. | made one more circle 
of the closest pinnacle and pointed my 
‘magic carpet’ toward the surface. 

The Tekna DV-3X is the newest diver 
propulsion vehicle on the market. It's a 
beautiful little machine, candy apple red 
with black accents. There’s a powerful 
headlight on the front, along with a stain- 
less steel carrying handle. The charging 
port is hidden under the handle. The DV 
is incredibly simple to operate: A finger 
on your right hand controls the motor 
switch, one on your left, the headlight. 
Press the motor trigger and off you go— 
but hang on with both hands because 
you won't be going slow! When you want 
to stop, release the trigger. The switches 
are non-latching, when you release them 
the light and the DV stop immediately. 

There are actually two DVs available 
from Tekna. The DV-3X differs from the 
DV-3 in that it comes with a carrying 
case, a variable pitch propeller, a prop 
screen and a fast charger. The case is 
double walled polyethylene. Both halves 
are identical, thus there is no top or bot- 
tom. Inside, the DV and its charger fit 
snugly into spaces molded to fit them. On 
the outside, two red nylon webbing 
straps with quick release buckles keep 
the case together. Handles on each end 
allow it to be carried easily.

The DV reminds one of a chic, sleek 
racing machine. The shiny red body is ul- 
tra high impact Xenoy® resin. The han- 
dles, prop, prop screen and protective 
thermoplastic elastomer bezel around the 
headlight are black. The body is aerody- 
namically designed to move through the 
water with little resistance. And, powered 
by twin 12 volt, 15 ampere-hour re- 
chargeable batteries, move it does! The 
3X’'s variable pitch propeller has nine 
settings. Tekna says settings from 3 to 5 
produce the best combination of comfort, 
speed, running time and range. | found 
myself unable to hold onto the vehicle at 
/—it was too powerful. All of the settings 
up to 7 moved me easily through the wa- 
ter. Of course, at 5’2” I'm a relatively 
small diver: Larger, heavier divers will 
want to use higher numbered settings. 

The two questions everyone asks are 
‘How far will the DV go and what is its 
running time?’’ That depends upon the 
size of the diver using it, the current, if 
any, and the prop setting. Lower settings, 
calm water and smaller divers use less 
battery power, thus the DV will go farther, 
faster. With minimal drag and a low set- 
ting Tekna estimates the DV-3X has a 
range of three miles and a running time 
of up to 140 minutes. At pitch setting 1 it 
goes about 1.3 miles per hour; at 5 about 
2 mph; and at 9 about 2.5 mph. The 
headlight has a gas filled bulb that uses 
little energy. Tekna says the light has al- 
most no effect on running time. 

SKIN DIVER took the DV-3X on the 
Scuba Queen for two test dives at Cat- 
alina, then on a two day Charisma trip to 
Cortes Bank with the Santa Monica Blue 
Fins. On the latter, after two photo ses- 
sions totaling 35 minutes (and no re- 
charging), we lent it to Andre Pillons. 
Looking for lobster, he had the vehicle 
out for 52 minutes at an average depth of 
20 feet. He found it would stay in place 
when parked on its shroud on the bottom, 
even in 25 foot surge. He did have two

complaints: His hands got cold (the water 
was 59°F) and he used only 650 pounds 
of the air in his doubles! 

Simple to operate, the DV is also sim- 
ple to charge. Merely unscrew and re- 
move the charging port plug (a quarter 
works great in the slot). The charger can 
be used with both 110 and 220 volt cur- 
rents: There is a switch that accommo- 
dates either. Insert the three pronged 
plug into an electrical outlet, then plug the 
charging cord into the charging port. Turn 
the power switch on. If you want a quick 
charge (2-4 hours) press the fast charge 
switch. A normal charge will take 8 to 12 
hours. The charger automatically turns off 
when the batteries have been charged, 
so they cannot overcharge. A current me- 
ter tells you what kind of charge the bat- 
teries already have: This can help you de- 
cide how much longer to use the DV be- 
fore charging it. The only thing you have 
to remember to do when charging is 
completed is to clean and grease the O- 
ring on the charging port plug, and re- 
place the plug! 

Topside, the DV weighs a hefty 48 
pounds but in the water it is just three 
pounds negative. The carrying handle

Before | used the DV | was a bit con- 
cerned about the unenclosed prop: 
Would dive gear get caught in it? The mo- 
ment | turned it on, however, that worry 
disappeared. The prop wash was so 
strong it ‘‘blew’’ everything out of the 
way! Tekna says the prop will stop imme- 
diately if anything gets caught in it and my 
observations confirmed this. The position 
of the diver while using the vehicle is not 
conducive to gear entanglement either: 
Your arms are bent 90 degrees at the el- 
bow with your head above and in line 
with the shroud. 

Maintenance of the DV is very simple: 
Rinse with fresh water and let it dry com- 
pletely before you store it in its case. 
Keep the charger in its original plastic 
bag to prevent corrosion. 

A detailed instruction booklet comes 
with the DV. Before | found out how much 
it cost, friends and | speculated the 3X 
probably sold for at least $1,500. We 
were surprised to discover the price tag 
was only $995. The DV-3 sells for $795. 
To be available by the time you read this 
are an instrument console that mounts on 
top of the shroud and a Custom Cruise 
Seat. The console will contain a maxi- 
mum depth gauge and a compass and 
retail for $99.95. The Cruise Seat, a T-bar 
type arrangement intended to eliminate

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ANCIENT CADIZ WRECKS 


Thousands of ships sunk over the cen- 
turies in the Bay of Cadiz (Spain) are cur- 
rently in danger of being destroyed by 
dredging and landfill operations associat- 
ed with the expansion of this port. 

Political and jurisdictional conflicts be- 
tween Spain’s federal government and 
the provincial government of Andalucia 
have so far frustrated efforts to protect 
the wrecks, which are exceptionally well 
preserved owing to their being covered 
with anerobic mud. 

Although several groups are planning 
or involved in studies of various wrecks 
in the area, archaeologists would like to 
see a more comprehensive program of 
research undertaken. Robert Marx, a well 
Known, independent nautical archaeolo- 
gist said, ‘‘It is now estimated that 50 per- 
cent of the sites containing old ship- 
wrecks in the Cadiz area have been oblit- 
erated by the dredges. ’’ 

At the annual meeting of the Society of 
Historical Archeology, in Boston, the 
Advisory Council of Underwater Archeol- 
ogy adopted a resolution calling the ship- 
wrecks at Cadiz ‘‘important to the cultural 
heritage...of the whole world.’’ The reso- 
lution, to be presented to King Juan Car- 
los of Spain, noted that the preservation 
of hulls of ships ‘‘from every historic peri- 
od’’ makes the site ‘‘virtually unique in 
the world.’’ >

able depth of field. 

When using Fujichrome 400 for medi- 
um and long distance sunlight exposures 
with strobe fill, set manually controlled 
strobes to low power. 

Although the slower, finer grained Fuji- 
chrome 50 is better for close-ups, you 
could take close-ups with Fujichrome 
400. |f so, set your strobe for its lowest 
power setting to avoid overexposure. 
When taking close-ups with automatic 
strobes, Fuji warns that ‘'... extremely 
short duration flashes may materially af- 
fect the color balance of the finished pho- 
tographs owing to reciprocity problems.” 
However, you won’t have reciprocity fail- 
ure (changes in exposure and color bal- 
ance) with flash durations as fast as 1/ 
4000 second or shutter speeds as slow 
as one second. 


TESTING FUJICHROME 400 

We took our first test exposures in Ha- 
waii. The water was clear and bright and 
Jim was using strobe fill with his Nikonos 
V at 1/90 second. Given these ideal con- 
ditions, we didn't need a film this fast, but 
we wanted to see what Fujichrome 400 
would do in clear water. Several scenes 
had an exposure range of several stops 
from the darker to the lighter areas and 
we wanted to see if the highlights would 
overexpose when we metered for the 
middle tones. 

The resulting slides handled the expo- 
sure range quite well and didn’t have any 
overexposed areas. Cathy’s yellow and

blue wetsuit and the twin Nikon strobes 
she was posing with were all bright and 
colorful, her skin tones were pleasingly 
warm and the blue water backgrounds 
were a rich blue. When viewed under a 
5x loupe, the slides weren't as crisp or 
fine grained as slides we've taken with 
Fujichrome 100. But when projected,

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they were quite pleasing. So far, so good. 

(Note: Most of our slides were exposed 
at f22, at the extreme upper end of the 
aperture scale. While f22 produces ex- 
cellent depth of field, f11 and 16 are actu- 
ally sharper at the exact focused distance 
of the lens.) 

We braved the colder, darker waters of 
Monterey Bay for our second test. To 
show how Fujichrome 400 could stop 
fast action, we wanted to try some up- 
ward shots of the seals at the Monterey 
Bay breakwater. The seals, however, 
were out to lunch so we headed for a 
kelp-topped pinnacle. Visibility was the 
pits in the kelp, so we dropped down to 
the white metridium anemones at about 
55 feet. We moved the anchor, hoping 
the boat would show up in the back- 
ground of some of our pictures. We were 
continually pitched back and forth by the 
deep ground swells, so Jim would pan 
with Cathy as she tumbled by. 

An exposure meter reading into the tiny 
ball of the overhead sun was f11 for ISO 
400. Had we been using slower Fuji- 
chromes, the reading would have been f4 
for ISO 50 and f5.6 for ISO 100. Even 
with ISO 400, level camera angles re- 
quired about f4. We wanted to open the 
aperture for the sunlight exposure and 
have enough depth of field to cover im- 
portant subject areas. To minimize the 
amount of strobe light—which would 
strike Suspended particles and produce 
white spots in the pictures—Jim used a 
Subsea Mark 100 set for 50 ws (half 
power) and placed the overhead sun be- 
hind Cathy to outline her. Cathy again 
posed with the twin strobes so we could 
see something with the same color and 
reflectance in both clear Hawaii and dirty 
California waters. 

As expected, Fujichrome 400 gave us 
exactly what we wanted—sunlight expo- 
sures with just a touch of strobe light, ad- 
equate depth of field and minimum back- 
scatter. The slides were excellent when 
we projected them. 


PROCESSING 

Fujichrome 400 was designed for Fuji 
Film Process CR-56, but it can also be 
processed in standard or Hobby-Pac E-6 
chemicals. Thus, Fujichrome 400 can be 
processed at any dive destination that 
offers on-site color slide processing. If 
higher film speeds are required, you can 
expose and push process Fujichrome 
400 for ISO 800 or 1600, but (as with oth- 
er films) for the best color balance, con- 
trast and density, Fuji recommends ex- 
posing and processing for ISO 400.

Delight To Florida

pring 1984: Rapidly | pull through 

green-tint swells down the anchor 
line against the current. The surface is 
murky with algae, but as | descend clarity 
increases and current decreases. As the 
55 foot mark passes the deck appears 20 
feet below, its length fading in both direc- 
tions at the extreme edges of visibility. 

My diving partner and | leave the line 
and drop onto the deck—a steel plateau 
towering over the 110 foot sand bottom. 
Starting along the top deck we pass oil 
tank access hatches, some sealed shut 
by a 40 year thick encrustation, some 
open with endless ladders leading down 
to infinite darkness. 

Along the port side we swim, but here 
the ship is sideless. Only a torn chasm of 
twisted steel expands before us—a can- 
yon of pretzeled iron receding into a cav- 
ern of girder pillars. Like birds we fly 
across the ravine and gaze into the vault; 
eerie light-streams ghost through open 
hatches and holes, beckoning yet dis- 
Suading entry into the metal maze. 

We've just arrived, it seems, but our 


watches and pressure gauges don't 
agree with us. As we rise along the an- 
chor line, | survey the ship in clouds of 
fish and green glow below. | wonder what 
killed the Empire Mica. 

June 28, 1942, about 10:00 pm: Dark, 
calm sea slaps abeam the Empire Mica 
steaming ten miles off the Florida pan- 
handle toward Key West. The 463 foot 
tanker has been at sea since April 24, on 


her second trip since she was launched 
at Haverton Hill-on-Tees, England, about 
a year before. 

Peering into the night, ship’s master 
Hugh Bradford Bently keeps close watch 
on the sea. When the Ministry of War 
Transportation had ordered the construc- 
tion of the Mica in 1940, German U-boats 
were sinking half the shipping put to 
sea—a rate faster than ships could be 
built. Since then, success declined for the 
Germans around Britain, but off America 
it's a duck shoot: Americans don't know 
how to fight U-boats. The 8,032 ton tank- 
er makes way for England unprotected, 
unescorted and over-burdened with bad-

ly needed refined petroleum. 

“Commander to bridge!’’ Responding, 
Kapitanleutenant Gunther Mueller-Stock- 
heim joins the watch atop the U-67’s con- 
ning tower. The watch officer points at the 
twilight horizon and hands him binocu- 
lars. Mueller-Stockheim squints into the 
fading light; twin hairlines jut up where 
the sky rests on the sea: masts—an unes- 
corted merchant ship.

Since June 16, the U-67 has sunk four 
ships on America’s gulf doorstep. Hunt- 
ing is easy, especially for a longer range 
type IX U-boat. The American ships are 
unescorted and lit up like Christmas 
trees. Mueller-Stockheim shrugs. He will 
shortly be 8,000 tons closer to his 
Knight's Cross. Conferring with the watch 
officer and navigator, he plots an inter- 
cept course. ‘‘Full ahead, both diesels,”’ 
he orders. 

‘‘Jawohl, Herr Kaleu!"’ The U-67 
surges at 17 knots through the swell. 

June 29, 1:38 am: Through the attack 
periscope, the huge tanker is a black sil- 
houette against the night sky. Mueller- 











stockheim whispers torpedo bearings 
and presses his eyes back to the peri- 
scope. “Los!” he commands, and the 
first torpedo is away. ‘‘Los!’’ he repeats 
and a second speeds toward the target. 

Off the port beam something catches 
Bentley’s eye. He scans back to find it— 
there! The thin stalk of a periscope pro- 
trudes from the sluggish sea. Port amid- 
ship the Empire Mica rocks as the first 
torpedo impacts. 

‘Full ahead!”’ orders Bentley, hoping 
to outrun the German predator. Mica’s tri- 
ple expansion steam engines respond, 
but port-stern errupts in flame as the U- 
boat's second lance makes its mark. 

Overladen holding tanks boil and burst 
as flames find them; the dying Empire Mi- 
ca’s rear roars into a technicolor fireball. 
The steam engines keep churning the 
flaming tanker on at 11 knots; lifeboats 
cannot be lowered at that speed. Blazing 
oil bubbles through and across decks, 
devouring crew and waiting lifeboats, but 
still the Mica steams on. 

At his post in the engine room, now a 
blazing hell, third engineer Joseph Steele 
scrambles, disengaging engines so the 
crew can escape. As the Mica slows, a 
wall of fire surges into the engine com- 
partment. Steele does not emerge. 

Racing against the rushing inferno, life- 
boats are lowered on lines like hurried 
spiders escaping from a candle. Two are 
too slow. From his lifeboat, Bentley’s

eyes fill with horror as he watches his 
men die in the two boats swallowed by 
the assailing blaze. 

Less than 20 minutes after U-67's as- 
sault, the Empire Mica is an abandoned 
pyre. Drifting, she burns nine hours and 
sinks in 110 feet of water, a submerged 
sepulcher for all but 14 of a 47 man crew. 

For his successes, Mueller-Stockheim 
is awarded the Knight's Cross, but the 
next year an Allied airplane sends the U- 
67 into her final dive. Mica is avenged. 

The Empire Mica rests on her keel 
about 10 miles from the Florida coast— 
three hours on most charters from the 
Port Saint Joe area; five or six hours out 
of Panama City for all but the speediest 
dive cruisers. She is a popular dive, offer- 
ing interest for intermediate and 
advanced divers. 

Fish cloud the wreck. Large amber- 
jack, grouper and other game fish make 
the Mica popular to spearfishermen. And, 
swarms of baitfish and even some tropi- 





cal varieties adorn the dramatic ruptured 
bulkheads and warped walls, to the pho- 
tographer’s delight. 

Relic hunters go to the deeper water of 
the engine room's bottom, under the 
shadow of the Mica’s massive boilers 
and the expansion cylinders Joseph 
Steele gave his life silencing. You can

2 tbsp. chopped green pepper 

2 tbsp. minced onion 

3 tbsp. butter or margarine 

2 tbsp. flour 

1 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 

1% cups milk 

Ye cup shredded cheese 

Ys Cup condensed tomato soup or 
catsup 

2 cups crab meat, chunked 

Hot steamed rice 


Drain and flake crab meat. Saute 
green pepper and onion until tender but 
not browned.

California—6% inches minimum size; 
limit of 10; either sex; fishing license re- 
quired; Del Norte/Humbolt/Mendecino 
Counties open Dec. 1 through July 30. 
All others second Tuesday in Nov. 
through June 30. No taking in S.F. Bay 
and backwaters, San Pablo Bay or Gold- 
en Gate to Carquineg. 

Oregon—5 3/4 inches minimum size; 
limit of 12; only males can be collected; 
no license required; Pacific Ocean 
closed from Sept. 16 to Nov. 30. Bays, 
beaches and tidepools open all year. 

Washington—6 inches minimum size; 
limit of 6; only males can be collected; 
no license required; season open all 
year. Unlawful to take soft-shelled. 

All undersized crabs or restricted fe- 
males must be returned quickly to the 
water unharmed. Be sure to check local 
fish and game requirements. 

Once you have surfaced, re-check the 
crabs’ measurements. 





In late spring, male and female crabs 
can be found in shallow water in mating 
pairs. While the act of mating takes a half 
hour or less, the male will often carry the 
female clasped to his underside for a 
month or more waiting for her to molt, 
since this is the only time when mating 
can take place successfully. The male is 
in prime condition at this time. 

As crabs mature they often segregate 
themselves according to size and sex. If 
you find nothing but females, look for 
males at a different depth. 

Size limits and other regulations for 
crabs vary from state to state and you 
must check the laws before diving. In- 
cluded here is a brief chart of the regula- 
tions on the West Coast. >t

REEF SEEKER Renamed WATER SPORT

he well known Australian live-aboard 

dive boat, the Reef Seeker, has re- 
cently been sold and renamed the Water 
Sport. The giant, 63 foot, steel catamaran 
has been purchased by Mike Ball, owner 
and operator of one of Queensland’s 
largest and most progressive scuba train- 
ing facilities. 

Both the training facility and live- 
aboard dive boat are in Townsville, a 
Queensland seaport and major departure 
point for diving the Great Barrier Reef and 
the Coral Sea. 

The Water Sport is a unique live- 
aboard vessel, often described as a float- 
ing hotel for divers. Its squarish super- 
structure gives it the look of a hotel-at- 
sea, complete with spacious living ac- 
commodations and diving facilities. 

The craft is 63 feet long with an unusu- 
ally wide 34 foot beam. It is an extremely 
Stable ship because of its twin hulls. And, 
despite its massive size, the vessel has a 
draft of only four feet, allowing it to cruise 
in the shallows of the Great Barrier Reef. 

The Water Sport is operated by a crew 
of six and can accommodate up to 26 
passengers. Facilities include a galley, 
large dining room, hot water showers, 
heads, laundry and a variety of different 
sized cabins and staterooms. 

Diving facilities aboard the Water Sport 
include two air compressors, an air stor- 
age bank, equipment lockers, freshwater 
dip tanks, two outboard powered inflat- 
ables, a strobe/dive light charging sta- 
tion, an E-6 color film lab and two large 
stern dive platforms. 

The Water Sport is powered by twin 
Caterpillar V-8 diesels and can cruise at 
nine knots. The vessel is all steel and was 
built under Queensland ship building sur- 
vey. It was originally launched in Decem- 
ber 1981 and has spent the last three and 
one-half years carrying divers to most of 
the well known dive sites along the Great 
Barrier Reef and in the Coral Sea. 

The Water Sport's transfer of owner- 
ship and re-christening could not be 
more appropriate. The new owner, Mike 
Ball, is one of Australia’s most successful 
diving entrepreneurs. He is the owner 
and operator of Mike Ball Watersports 
Diving Academy at 252-256 Walker St., 
Townsville, Queensland, 4810, Australia. 
ThiS is an ultramodern $350,000 scuba

training facility, complete with a second 
story Olympic sized swimming pool and 
a vertical diving tower. The facility also 
houses an attractive retail dive store, 
complete regulator repair room and a 
classroom. The Ball operation is an inter- 
national PADI training facility. 

One of the first things Ball did with the 
Water Sport was to schedule a series of 
1985 guaranteed departures for special 
wreck diving trips to the Yongala, Austra- 
lia’s most magnificent shipwreck. A 350 
foot steel cargo/passenger steamship, 
the S.S. Yongala vanished during a cy- 
clone on March 24, 1911. The ship re- 
mained lost for almost 50 years and was 
discovered only recently by divers.

The Yongala is some 50 miles south- 
east of Townsville. She lies completely in- 
tact in 80 feet of water. Because of her 
remote location, the ship has become a 
mecca for Great Barrier Reef marine life 
and great schools of fish swarm over its 
decks constantly. Several 500 pound, 
Queensland groupers are permanent res- 
idents and a school of 60 pound yellow- 
tail jacks circle the ship continuously. The 
Yongala is regarded as one of the diving 
wonders of the Great Barrier Reef.

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he ‘‘professional’s choice!’’ That's 

what the ads say for Graflex/Sub- 
sea’s Mark 150. In many ways the slogan 
may be totally factual. Of all the underwa- 
ter strobe units | have ever used, this one 
seems to deliver the finest colors, softest, 
most even and most natural light. 

That is saying a lot since the market 
has several extremely high quality flash 
units from which to pick. But Subsea has 
been at, or near, the top of the list since 
submersible strobes were invented. 
There are numerous reasons for its popu- 
larity. The newly released clear, Super- 
wide angle Mark 150 has now improved 
upon the high quality flash characteristics 
that some thought were near perfect. 

The principal improvement of the 150 
seems at first glance to be only cosmetic. 
Instead of the normal brown-black hous- 
ing, the unit is totally clear: All the elec- 
tronics can be seen through the exterior 
wall. The obvious advantage is the ability 
to detect leakage long before it can be- 
come a problem. Subsea’s unique step 
O-ring lip creates a totally captive seal 
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when the upper and lower housing parts 
are pressed and locked together. Even 
though it is unlikely to flood when proper- 
ly assembled, the unlikely does some- 
times happen. With the clear 150 even ti- 
ny water droplets can be seen quickly. 
Adequate space is allowed between the 
interior walls and the electronics to make 
it possible to retreat to the surface while 
keeping water away from critical parts. 
The Mark 150 is a wide angle strobe 
(any flash that can adequately cover the 
94 degree angle of a Nikonos 15 mm 
lens in the water is considered wide an- 
gle). Subsea has advertised its unit as 
being able to spread light over 150 de- 
grees, which is almost fisheye coverage. 
The accepted standard for beam angle Is 
the point where the intensity of light drops 
by one full f stop from center to edge. Our 
test (see chart) showed the intensity of 
the new clear 150 dropping by only one- 


os 


sixth f stop from the center to the edge of 
a 15 mm lens. This is extremely even illu- 
mination without hot spots. At the adver- 
tised 150 degree angle, the loss was 
more than standard, almost one and two- 
thirds stops. We found the angle, where 
one full stop loss occurs, to be approxi- 
mately 120 to 130 degrees (60 to 65 de- 
grees off axis)—still very impressive. 

The clear 150 really shines in its ability 
to cover fisheye lenses (170 to 180 de- 
gree angle of view) from corner to corner. 
No other strobe | have tested will throw 
light sideways! This super wide Mark 150 
does the trick with only a two stop loss at 
the extreme edges. The result is that a 
photographer with a single strobe can 
light the widest of wide angle lenses. We 
took a reading three feet directly behind 
the unit (860 degree coverage) and got 
an ISO 100 reading of f 2.8! 

The clear Mark 150’s super wide cov- 
erage is made possible by two exclusive- 
ly Subsea innovations. First, the strobe 
uses a saucer-shaped beaded glass re- 
flector instead of aluminum behind the 
flash tube. The effect is very similar to 
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portrait studio strobes bounced into um- 
brellas; very soft, very even. The 5,500K 
tube is curled in a pigtail which adds to 
the even distribution of light. Secondly, 
the clear housing does not restrict or re- 
direct the light. It penetrates the plastic in 
all directions. The combination makes for 
very flattering shots of people with more 
natural colors and shadows. 

The super wide angle features are also 
important to photographers who do not 
use ultra-wide lenses. If you have ever 
found dark corners in your photos from 
mis-aiming your flash, the Mark 150 will 
help solve the problem. Since it can cov- 
er 15 mm and fisheye lenses, it can easily 
cover 35 mm, 28 or macro lenses almost 
without regard to where you aim it. 

The Mark 150 has features that make 
it very desirable for traveling photogra- 
phers. Should an electronic malfunction 
- occur or a connector cord become short- 
ed, replacements can be made in the 
field with simple household tools. The 
complete circuit board unplugs and a 
spare can be inserted in minutes. The 
ability to make repairs yourself often elim- 
inates the need to own a backup strobe. 

The Mark 150 is powered by either a

This test was done in the water, then repeated in air with the results of each test com- 
pared and rechecked when discrepancies were found. We used a digital Minolta Auto Meter 
IIIF to determine f stops in one-third stop increments. In the pool our exposures were tested 
at ISO 100. The in air test was done using standard procedures: The meter was set at ISO 
32, one-third the ISO 100 used in the water, to allow for the effects of light absorption. Three 
flashes at each distance, fired at 30 second intervals, were averaged to arrive at the final 
exposure. This procedure was used since shallow, light colored pools, even in total dark- 
ness, may give readings higher than can be achieved in open water. F stops calibrated in 
actual feet are of little value. Therefore, all distances were tested in apparent feet—the 
same way a photographer would judge them. For test accuracy we used a rod with apparent 


feet measured every 16 inches.

high voltage dry cell battery or the option- 
al rechargeable Power Pack 200. Each 
has advantages. Many professionals pre- 
fer the 510 volt throw-away battery. Once 
on location it is not necessary to open the 
strobe for up to a week. (It is advisable to 
unseal the unit periodically to allow accu- 
mulated gasses to escape. Batteries 
should never be kept in the unit for ex- 
tended periods of time.) With settings of 
full, two-thirds and one-third power, a 
fresh 510 battery should provide at least 
500 flashes at full power and 1,500 at 
low, according to the manufacturer. Our 
experience has shown batteries that are 
refrigerated between uses can easily 
double this figure. 

The Power Pack 200 uses a stick of re- 
movable batteries. The unit will provide 
enough full power flashes to shoot two 
rolls of film (five rolls on low) before a re- 
Charge or replacement stick is required. 

The recycle time at full power with a 
fresh 510 volt battery is four to six sec-

onds. When using the Power Pack 200, 
recharge time is three to four seconds. 

Subsea has just announced it will intro- 
duce through-the-lens (TTL) flash meter- 
ing on the Mark 150 series this year. That 
means Nikonos V users can take advan- 
tage of the total flash automation of the 
camera and still have an ultra wide angle 
strobe. Older Mark 150s can be retrofit- 
ted to use the Nikonos V TTL. 

The new clear Mark 150 has a list price 
of $699 with EO connector. With Nikonos 
connectors the ‘price is slightly less, 
$690. The standard black unit lists at 
$625 with EO, $617 with Nikonos con- 
nectors. It is also available in see-through 
orange for $675 with EO, $667 with Ni- 
konos. The Power Pack 200 lists for $199 
and extra sticks are $75 each. Prices for 
the TTL circuitry will be announced later. 

The Mark 150 comes with a full two 
year warranty. For additional information

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or more than 20 years the Nikonos 

has served as the diver's most trusted 
photographic companion. Through five 
different models this camera has been 
the most versatile 35 mm underwater 
photo machine for amateurs and profes- 
sionals alike. It has produced millions of 
excellent underwater pictures. There was 
only one drawback—the Nikonos was se- 
verely limited when it came to above wa- 
ter photography. The 35 mm amphibious 
lens left little room for creativity. Further- 
more, the best Nikonos lenses (UW 28 
mm and UW 15 mm) were strictly for use 
underwater; they could not be used in air. 

The end result was that most Nikonos 
owners seeking really sharp land photos, 
and a certain degree of creative flexibility, 
were forced to carry along a topside 35 
mm SLR camera and a collection of 
lenses for it. 

Nikon has recently solved the above 
water dilemma of the Nikonos, much to 
the delight of the photo/diving fraternity. 
The company has introduced a brand 
new semi-wide angle land lens called the 
LW 28 mm. Unlike the UW 28 mm, this 
new LW 28 works in air but not underwa- 
ter. It is not an amphibious lens like the 
35 mm, but a true above water lens with 
the high quality found in all Nikkor lenses. 

The LW 28 mm has bayonet mount just 
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like all other Nikonos lenses. It is de- 
signed specifically for the Nikonos (any 
model) and will not fit a land type Nikon 
SLR. The LW 28 is a bit larger and heav- 
ier than the amphibious 35. 

The optical design of the LW 28 fea- 
tures a focal length of 28 mm with a pic- 
ture angle of 74 degrees. It has five high 
quality glass elements positioned in five 
groups. It features standard ring type 
controls for focusing and aperture adjust- 
ment just like most Nikkor lenses. The

rings move smoothly and evenly with the 
precision of an expensive optical device. 

Aperture control on the LW 28 covers 
a full range of seven different f stops. The 
widest aperture is f 2.8, the smallest, f 22. 
Two of the f stop settings are color coded 
and match the depth of field indicator 
lines on the barrel of the lens: F 11 is col- 
or coded in blue; f 22 is coded orange. 

The lens can be focused down to 1.5 
feet (0.5 meter) and on out to infinity. The 
distance scale is marked in both feet (yel-

low scale) and meters (white scale). The 
increments on the footage scale are: 1.5, 
2, 3, 5 feet and infinity. This simplified 
scale allows quick and easy focusing. 

The front of the lens is threaded and 
will accept 52 mm screw type filters, the 
standard size for most Nikkor lenses. The 
LW 28 mm lens will not accept the 58 mm 
filters used with other Nikonos underwa- 
ter lenses. 

There is a variety of accessories avail- 
able for the LW 28 mm including: a 
threaded lens hood, selection of filters, 
hard case, soft pouch and front and rear 
lens Caps. 

The LW 28 mm performs like a pro. It 
looks, feels and operates with the same 
high precision as all Nikkor land lenses. 
Best of all, it produces super sharp pic- 
tures. There is no longer any need to take 
your prized Nikon F3, FM or FE on a wet 
and windswept dive boat. 

Incidentally, the LW 28 mm is ideally 
Suited for use on boats. Its focal length is 
just wide enough to operate within the 
confines of a dive boat, yet close-up im- 
ages of people will not be distorted. 

There is more good news. The LW 28 
mm is water resistant. You can shoot pic- 
tures in the pouring rain or in the bow 
spray of a moving boat. After use at sea, 
clean the lens, while it is still on the cam- 
era, by giving it a quick rinse under a 
freshwater faucet or shower. One word of 
caution however, never, never, Sub- 
merge the LW 28 mm lens in a dip tank 
or take It underwater: It is not fully water 
or pressure proof. 

Another benefit of the LW 28 mm lens 
is its great depth of field. At f 11 every- 
thing from three feet to infinity is in focus. 
(The same setting on the 35 mm pro- 
duces an in-focus range of six feet to in- 
finity.) Depth of field becomes crucial 
when the photographer does not have re- 
flex viewing and must depend on his/her 
estimation of distances. This is where the 
LW 28 mm lens excels. At f 22, the depth 
of field is two feet to infinity for distance 
shots or 1.5 feet to 5 feet up close. 

At a suggested retail price of $210, the 
LW 28 mm is an attractive and welcome 
addition to the Nikonos owner's reper- 
toire of lenses. In fact, | consider it a must 
and. would not think of traveling without it.

his article is not about a missile, al- 
though an overzealous advertising 
copywriter might be tempted to compare 
the performance of the Novurania MxX-1 
with its military namesake. Instead, it is 
about the newest Rigid Inflatable Boat 
(RIB) to be introduced to our shores, a 
product of one of Italy's most respected 
manufacturers. By mating a fiberglass 
deep-V hull to inflatable tubes, boat build- 
ers can combine the lightweight, high 
performance and stability of an inflatable 
with the smoother ride, tracking ability 
and comfort of a hard hulled boat. 
Although a wide range of RIBs has 
been available in Europe for several 
years, manufacturers were slow to intro- 
duce them to the United States. Nearly all 
inflatable boat companies participating in 
the recent British boat show displayed fi- 
berglass hull models; in Italy RIBs ac- 
count for 40 percent of inflatable sales. 
The American public’s enthusiastic ac- 
ceptance of the few models imported 
thus far has prompted more companies 
to send over their versions. 
Whether it’s automobiles, diving equip- 
ment or boats, Italians are extremely style 
conscious and pride themselves on de- 


sign. Novurania’s wooden keeled boats ° 


already had an excellent reputation for 
performance and quality, so we were 
anxious to see whether these character- 
istics would carry over into their RIB. 
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From the waterline up, the MX-1 looks 
good. Its gray tubes are trimmed in black 
and red, with a heavy rub strake around 
the perimeter. There are three large rub- 
ber handles on each side and one at the 
bow. Molded for a comfortable handgrip, 
they also doubled as cleats. Three nylon 
grab lines are fastened to the top of the 
pontoons on each side. Set atop the high 
bow is a mahogany bowdoger, which 
can be folded to allow more open space. 
The distinctive lacing cuff across the bow 
reminds one of a moustache, but this fea- 
ture has become a distinguishing charac- 
teristic of Novurania boats. 

The feature which sets the MX-1 apart 
from other Novuranias, however, is its 
red fiberglass hull. Such a hull makes 
sense in a 15 foot boat. A vessel that long 
usually won't be folded and unfolded. It 
is going to be stored on a trailer anyway, 
so it might as well have a fiberglass. hull. 
Constructed of an outer shell with an in- 
ner liner, the MX-1's hull has a flat floor 
with a molded, non-skid surface. In the 
bow is a large V-shaped storage well 
which is protected from spray by a flap 
hanging from the rear of the bowdodger. 
The flap contains a Velcro-closed pocket 
for additional storage. Two fuel tank wells 
are molded into the stern, along with a 
water well to keep splash out of the pas- 
senger compartment. Self-bailing drains 
are standard equipment; they can also 








drain the inner hull in the unlikely chance 
that a crack occurs. 

Two flanges of rubber form a glued 
seam that connects the hull to the tubes. 
The tubes are an integral part of the hull 
design, giving it a deep-V cathedral ef- 
fect. The resulting ride is better than that 
of a comparable hard hulled boat. If-a 
deep-V is combined with a cathedral ef- 
fect all the way to the stern, the vessel be- 
comes unstable side to side: Inflatable 
tubes lend the stability needed to over- 
come the problem. 

Novurania is one of the few inflatable 
boat manufacturers that makes its own 
material. In an era when many have gone 
over to plastic construction, they still use 
the old method of coating the base fabric. 
First, two coats of Hypalon/neoprene 
mixture are rolled into the 1,000 denier 
Trevira polyester fabric, both inside and 
out. Then a final exterior coat of 100 per- 
cent Hypalon is ‘knifed’ to the outside. 
This is done by machine: The mixture is 
spread like butter by knifelike blades. The 
resulting material is more resistant to 
ozone and abrasion than one which 
doesn't have an outer layer of Hypalon. 

Like most Italian boats, Novurania’s 
seams are lateral instead of circular. An 
indication of care and quality construc- 
tion, lateral seams look better and aid ri- 
gidity. Its four chambers are filled through

ivers have always had to face a trade-off in watch 

bands: Those that adjust easily are usually not ap- 
propriate for dress wear. For instance, a rubber or Vel- 
cro® strap can be set quickly to accommodate the add- 
ed thickness produced by a wetsuit sleeve at the wrist. 
However, on dress occasions, the rubber or Velcro 
strap might not look elegant enough. Most watch 
bracelets, on the other hand, offer elegance at the price 
of easy adjustment. 

Scubapro offers an elegant bracelet that solves this 
problem in a unique way. More importantly, the watch 
it comes with is a sturdy, stylish, accurate timepiece 
with diver-friendly features, including easy service. 

The Swiss made Scubaquartz Watch is, first, a div- 
ers timepiece. With a scratch resistant, mineral crystal, 
recessed below the bezel, and a stainless steel case, 
itis water tested to 660 feet. Its quartz movement is ac- 
curate to within one minute a year. The screw down 
crown is recessed in the case for protection from 
bangs against rocks and dive gear. The stainless steel 
bezel has a surface that can be gripped easily with 
gloved fingertips and its ratcheted mechanism will only 
allow it to be turned counterclockwise. It’s unlikely the 
bezel could be turned accidentally, but if it were, any 
error in elapsed dive time would be on the side of safe- 
ty—more time indicated than actually elapsed. 

The hour marks on the watch face, as well as the 
minute and hour hands and the zero mark on the bezel, 
are luminous for easy reading in dim light. There is a 
date window at the three o'clock position on the face. 
The presence of a second hand allows the diver to eas- 
ily adjust his/her ascent rate to that specified by the 
dive tables. 

As analog watches go, the Scubaquariz is low profile 
and relatively light. It has the look of a diver’s watch

without the bulk that commonly goes with it. This 
complements the attractive satin chrome (men’s model 
only) or black with gold accent finish (men’s and wom- 
en's models). The watch face also complements the 
package, being gray with the satin chrome model and 
black with the black. The stainless steel bracelet 
matches the watch finish. 

As alluded to earlier, the bracelet on the Scubaquartz 
is an excellent feature. Here’s how it works: One half 
of the bracelet slips through a slot at the tip of the other 
half. The result is a loop similar to that formed around 
your waist by a belt. Pulling on the overlap tightens the 
band. When the bracelet is adjusted to the proper size, 
the diver simply lays the overlap down and pushes a 
tooth at the end of it into the proper slot in the bracelet. 
Not only does this arrangement allow the bracelet to fit 
a wide variety of wrist sizes, it also locks It in position. 

The Scubaquartz retails for $260 and comes with a 
limited one year warranty. Its battery is rated to last 24 
months. All service can be taken care of at Scubapro, 
allowing a quick turnaround time. An accuracy check, 
battery replacement and pressure test cost approxi- 
mately $30.

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t is easy to describe the physical aspects of the Bahamas, but somewhat more difficult to 

verbalize the peace, pleasure and relaxation which derive from a Bahamas experience. 
There are 700 islands and more than 2,000 islets, cays and rock formations sprinkled across 
at least 100,000 square miles of sparkling clear ocean. These are islands of superb tourist 
amenities interspersed among miles of empty white sand beach, landscaped lawns, shrubs, 
brush palm and pine trees. The natives are friendly and geographically, if not culturally, the 
Bahamas are very near. Their western boundary is within 60 miles of the Florida coast and 
commercial aircraft, cruise ships, private planes, yachts and live- aboard dive boats carry the 
diver to experience an immense underwater wonderland, only a small fraction of which has 
yet been explored. From the pale turquoise of the Great Bahama Bank to the rich indigo of 
the Tongue of the Ocean, the Bahamas are a watersports paradise of great beauty. 

The language of the Bahamas is English and for the most part can be understood by the 
average American. The currency is the Bahamian dollar which is equal to, and used inter-

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_ changeably with, the American dollar. 
_ The electrical power is the same as that 
used in the United States (120 volts at 60 
cycles) and is generally stable enough for 
electric razors, hair dryers and recharge- 


. : able photographic gear. Some areas 


_ may experience surges in electrical cur- 


rent occasionally, so it is good to check 


with the hotel or photo center before 
charging items subject to damage. 

The Bahamas are very receptive to the 
U.S. tourist and make the paperwork 
necessary for entry minimal. Citizens of 
the United States and Canada need not 
present passports for admission, al- 
though passports are honored. Official 
proof of citizenship, such as a birth certifi- 
_ cate or voter’s registration is also accept- 
ed, but a driver's license is not adequate 
documentation. Guns, ammunition, ex- 
plosives and recreational drugs are abso- 
lutely illegal in the Bahamas and penal- 
ties can be quite stiff. Prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs are not likely to 
be a problem, but it is best to be forthright 
with the customs inspector regarding the 
contents of baggage. Traveling divers 
with substantial amounts of underwater 
photo gear will rarely encounter difficulty 
unless the inspector believes the gear Is 
being brought into the country to resell or 
unless the photographer is suspected of 
being on a professional assignment with- 
out the appropriate work permit. Thor- 
ough customs documentation on the offi- 
cial U.S. Customs forms listing each 
piece of equipment and corresponding 
serial number will generally satisfy the 
agent that all the equipment coming in 
will go back out, but of course every U/W 
photographer traveling with an extensive 
camera collection should take this pre- 
caution, regardless of the destination. 

The climate of the Bahamas varies ac- 
cording to their two major seasons, win- 
ter and summer or in the perception of 
_ the traveling diver, the good season and 
the great season. In the winter the air 
temperature may range from 68°F to 
78°F from November through April and 
the sun usually shines. The cooler tem- 
peratures will also affect the water tem- 
perature which may range from 70 to 
76°F. In the cooler ranges a wetsuit is 
definitely recommended. Of course, with 
air temperatures in the high 70s and wa- 
ter temperatures in the low 70s, the expe- 
rience is quite balmy compared with the 
wind-chilled sub-zero conditions experi- 
enced throughout most of the northern 
U.S. at the same time. The winter in the 
Bahamas will also bring more consistent 
winds with a potentially disruptive effect 
on the diving. Many of the dive opera- 
tions will feature both windward and lee- 
ward dive sites so that the divers can ex- 
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perience fine diving regardless of the di- 
rection of the wind. Most operations | 
spoke with were blown out very few days 
during the year. | 

Summer in the Bahamas is a spectacu- 
lar season with air temperatures ranging 
from 76 to 88°F, moderated by a cooling 
ocean breeze. The water can warm up to 
the high 80s and seas can become flat, 
calm and glassy. A wetsuit is recom- 
mended only as protection from fire coral 
and abrasion during the summer and visi- 
bility may pick up to 200 feet. Even 


though diving conditions are at the abso- 


lute best during the summer, travel hits its 
peak during the winter. Therefore the div- 
er planning a summer vacation will expe- 
rience less crowded conditions in the ho- 
tel and on the dive boat. 

Attire in the Bahamas is usually quite 
casual with shorts, T-shirts, jeans and 
sport shirts most often adequate. For 
evening wear, nice slacks and a sport 
shirt or a cotion skirt and blouse will be 
sufficient for most occasions. However, if 
the itinerary includes Nassau or Freeport 
and a night in the casinos or nightclubs, 
a sport coat or dress might be appropri-

A light jacket or windbreaker might 
be worn at night or on the boat during the 
winter months. In the summer protection 
from the sun, including a hat and sun- 
- gcreen, should be mandatory. 

While transportation to the Bahamas in- 
cludes just two major subdivisions, boat 
and airplane, the permutations of each 
form of transit can be potentially confus- 
ing. For example, air transportation may 
involve jets or smaller, propeller driven 
aircraft and may originate in Miami, Ft. 
Lauderdale, West Palm Beach, Chicago, 
_ New York, Atlanta, Tampa or Dallas and 
‘may terminate in Nassau, Freeport or any 
number of Family Islands. Flights may al- 
so come in from Bermuda, Kingston or 
other Caribbean destinations, so suffice it 
to say that the Bahamas are extremely 
accessible by air. Each dive resort has 
specific airlines and connections it has 
found to be the most convenient and 
most areas are equally accessible by pri- 
vate aircraft. A call to the booking office 
of the dive operation or Bahamas Sports 
Information at (800) 32-SPORT (327- 
7678) will clarify air transport options. 

Boats may enter and clear customs in 
the Abacos at Green Turtle Cay, Marsh 
Harbour, Sandy Point and Walker's Cay; 
in Andros at Congo Town, Fresh Creek, 
Mangrove Cay, Nicholl’s Town and San 
~ Andros; in the Berry Islands at Chub Cay 
and Great Harbour Cay; in Bimini at Alice 
Town; in Eleuthera at Cape Eleuthera, 
Governor’s Harbour, Harbour Island, 
Hatchet Bay and Rock Sound; in Exuma 
at George Town; on Grand Bahama at 
Freeport, Lucaya and West End; on New 
Providence at Nassau; and on Ragged Is- 
land at Duncan Town. Because the Baha- 
mas are so close, the average planing 
boat can reach Bimini in two hours and 
even the slower trawler-type will require 
only six hours for an average crossing. 
Once in the Bahamas there is ample day 
cruising with protected anchorages and 
exciting watersports throughout the is- 
lands. Provisions are easily obtainable 
and should a mechanical difficulty occur, 
help should be relatively near. Because 
of these significant cruising advantages, 
a fine fleet of live-aboard dive boats is 
presently working in the Bahamas. The 
cruise ship is the third alternative to ship- 
board access to the Bahamas and most 
of these are now sensitive to the desire of 
their guests to experience the coral reef 
either by snorkel or scuba and have in- 
corporated diving field trips. However, 
the cruise ship will not offer the heavy 
emphasis on diving available either from 
a land-based dive operation or a live- 
aboard dive vessel. 

Geographically, the Bahamas are 
spread Out along é an immense arc, 750 
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miles long, stretching from a latitude ap- 
proximately even with Palm Beach to a 
point south of Cuba. It stands to reason 
then that there can be no universal dis- 
cussion of Bahamas diving, for while the 
islands may be occasionally similar in un- 
derwater terrain, they are also quite dif- 
ferent. Weather patterns can vary from 
the southern Bahamas to the northern 
Bahamas and wind patterns can shift 
leaving one island in the lee and another 
exposed to the prevailing wind. The div- 
ing available throughout the Bahamas is 
quite exciting and there is probably great- 
er variety represented here than any- 
where else on earth. Some islands will 
feature dramatic walls and others may be 
blessed by a magnificent barrier reef with 
an abundance of snorkeling and shallow 
diving available. Wrecks are liberally 
sprinkled throughout the Bahamas, a tes- 
tament to the extensive coral reef system 
surrounding these islands, and they are 
a thrilling portion of the Bahamas dive 
portfolio. Combined with the significantly 
different diving available from island to is- 
land is a widely diverse level of accom- 
modations and topside attractions, mak- 
ing it necessary to evaluate each island's 
vacation potential individually. We will be- 
gin our discussion with the islands of the 
northern Bahamas and work south. 


THE ABACOS 

Situated slightly north of the Palm 
Beaches to about the same latitude as 
Miami, the Abacos represent a major 
group of islands in the northeast corner 
of the country. These lie in an elbow- 
shaped 130 mile arc, faced on one side 
by the open Atlantic and on the other by 
the Great Bahama Bank. Great Abaco is 
the largest land mass, but there are sev- 
eral dozen small islands and cays, with 
several top quality dive resorts scattered 
throughout. There is a large airport near 
Marsh Harbour and another airport capa- 
ble of handling jets at Treasure Cay. 
Walker's Cay has its own small landing 
strip as well. 

WALKER'’S CAY (ké) is a private, 100 
acre, one resort island devoted primarily 
to sportfishing, boating and diving. 
Among lush vegetation, swimming pools 
and tennis courts are 62 double occu- 
pancy hotel rooms, three villas and the 
super-deluxe Harbor House, a three bed- 
room, three bath retreat renting for $700 
per day. The other accommodations are 
significantly more reasonable and the 75 
slip marina is often at full capacity during 
the summer season. About ten years ago 
diving began to augment sportfishing in 
the general marketing plan for the resort 
and today divers are an important per- 
centage of the guest roster. 

Even though most people don’t go to 
Walker's Cay for structured entertain- 
ment, there are things to do there other 
than dive or fish. There is the Lobster 
Trap disco with pool tables and video 


machines, fine dining and a beautiful 
freeport shopping facility. Still, the diving 
remains a great attraction and most sites 
are within 15 minutes of the dock. The 
dive boat is a 33 foot Ensign, with a die- 
sel engine, capable of holding 26 divers. 
Another boat is expected soon. Comfort 
and convenience are high priorities of the 
dive charters: Guests are not expected to 
carry their own gear and ice, fresh water 
and beach towels are provided with eve- 
ry charter. 

The average dive profile includes a 
morning one tank dive to a reef in the 30- 
50 foot range and a second dive in the af- 
ternoon to a different reef. Night dives are 
available on request and there is even a 
drift dive at 100 feet on the standard itin- 
erary. This dive is especially interesting, 
with large barrel sponges, nurse sharks, 
an occasional blacktip shark, turtles, Afri- 
can pompano, horse-eye jacks, snapper, 
spadefish, grouper and frequent sight- 
ings of pelagics. 

Other dives include the Old Wreck, a 
shallow 15 foot dive or snorkel reef with 
the remnants of an old ship strewn about 
the bottom. There is copper sheeting, 
pins and an occasional artifact among 
excellent macro subjects such as feather- 
dusters, basket starfish and various in- 
vertebrates. There is reportedly a ‘‘pet” 





octopus living within the sponge-en- 
crusted anchor winch and angelfish and © 
queen triggers are common sigNts. 
Jeanette’s Reef features a garden eel 
community at 30 feet, lots of lobster and 
an incredible variety of both hard corals 
and soft gorgonians. This is a frequent 
destination for night divers and octopus 
are frequently found here as well. Nick’s 
Reef features the most extensive cavern 
and tunnel complex, often populated by 
huge schools of glassy minnows and 
their predators, grouper and snapper.

| dy. it features a sprawling coral reef with 


-anatural amphitheater rising from 50 feet 
to within 15 feet of the surface. Eagle and 
leopard rays are commonly sighted here, 
as well as angelfish, parrotfish, snapper 
and the range of Caribbean tropicals. 
_ The TREASURE CAY BEACH HOTEL is 
among the more elegant resort develop- 
ments in the Bahamas, approximately 30 
_ miles north of Marsh Harbour. Golf and 
tennis complement a full watersports pro- 
gram including scuba instruction, dive 
charters and sailing. There is cable TV in 
the rooms (an unusual convenience in 
_ the Bahamas), comfortable accommoda- 
tions and a spectacular sand beach. 
_ Treasure Cay is a first class resort devel- 

opment as evidenced by the multi-hun- 
dred thousand dollar yachts moored in 
the marina. 

_ The dive operation is conducted by the 
Underwater Explorer's Society (UNEX- 
SO). It is a professional facility with rental 
scuba gear, scuba instruction and dive 
charters aboard a 30 foot Island Hopper. 
The large majority of their divers are 
guests of the resort, but with a lodging 
capacity of 400 guests and a boat capac- 


_ _ ity limited to 15 divers for the two tank 


dive or 25 for a combination dive and 
snorkel group, the dive concession is of- 
ten quite busy. It is a good idea to book 
the dive/lodging package together, but 
since so many of the guests at Treasure 
Cay come for the golf, boating and 
beach, there is usually room on the boat 
even at the last minute. 

One of my favorite dives off Treasure 
_ Cay is the wreck of the San Jacinto, a 
_ 140 foot Union gunboat that ran aground 
in 1865 while in pursuit of a Confederate 

gun runner. The ship was a steel-hulled 
- steamer. Today, the boilers, propeller, 
crankshaft decking and miscellaneous 

_ debris lie in 15-50 feet with the stern sec- 
tion still partly intact. The most exciting 
aspect to this dive, aside from the histori- 
_ eal perspective, is the incredible fish pop- 
ulations the ship has attracted. There are 
_ Snapper, grunts, glass minnows, pork- 
fish, angelfish, barracuda, triggerfish and 
wo performing moray eels which have 
been trained by divemaster Joel Pratt. 
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There are more than 10 major dive 
sites in the 15-70 foot depth range and 
many more awaiting discovery. The Ca- 
tacombs lie in 15-25 feet and feature 
caverns populated by large schools of 
tropical fish, high profile corals and gen- 
erally very good visibility. The Arches 
feature the same general reef formation 
but are on the Barrier Reef and are very 
vertical on the ocean side. Grouper, jew- 
fish and various tropicals populate this 
wall to the 70 foot depth and The Arches 
provide exciting wide angle photographic 
props. Grouper Canyon is another fish 
feeding station that Joel and divemaster 
Kevin Albury have developed. It is nota- 
ble for good fish populations and a semi- 
tame barracuda. 

Marsh Harbour serves as the cross- 
roads for the Abacos with numerous 
small cays clustered about and several 
marinas and hotels for tourists coming to 
relax, sightsee, fish and dive. One of the 
pioneers of Bahamas diving, Skeet La- 
Chance, has established his diving oper- 
ation, DIVE ABACO, LTD., at the Marsh 
Harbour Marina. He offers dive/lodging 
packages with the Great Abaco Beach 
Hotel, Abaco Towns and the Ambassa- 
dor Inn. Another dive operation in the 
Marsh Harbour area is ISLAND MARINE 
on Parrot Cay. 

During my visit to the Marsh Harbour 
area | was able to dive with Skeet La- 
Chance and was impressed with his ef- 
forts to preserve and enhance the reef 
ecology. Skeet has established several 
fish feeding stations and puts on a very 
entertaining grouper show. Maybe show 
isn't the right word exactly, but you do get 
a feeling these fish have come to per- 
form. it is often hard to get far enough 
from these critters to take their pictures 
and even without food in the water the 
fish will follow you. Skeet has cham- 
pioned the establishment of the Fowl Cay 
Undersea Park and within its boundries is 
ample fine diving. Among my favorite 
dives is a feeding station, Grouper Al- 
ley, 40 feet deep with a sandy bottom 
and high mounds of coral, swim-through 
tunnels and convoluted passageways 
populated by grouper, angelfish, macker- 
el, spotted eel, Bermuda chub and the 
occasional turtle or shark. Tunnels, at 20 
feet, is another feeding station with even 
more grouper, caves with copper sweep- 
ers, trunkfish, blue tang, lobster, coney 
and a variety of other tropicals. In addi- 
tion, there is a fascinating Train Wreck 
in only 15-20 feet of water. Not to be con- 
fused with the train wreck off Spanish 
Wells, this newly discovered wreck con- 
sists of two mostly intact locomotives on 
their sides, huge wheels and miscella- 
neous wreckage. From the early 1900s 
there was a pulp mill near Marsh Harbour 
with a narrow gauge railroad. These two 
locomotives were being shipped on a 
barge that ran aground and the trains 
were claimed by the sea. They rest in 
clear water near the barrier reef and pro- 
vide stunning props for wide angle pho- 





tos. The wreck of the Adirondack is also 
in shallow water, 10-25 feet and is mostly 
comprised of ribs and rubble but is note- 
worthy for the 12 cannons still visible. 
The barrier reef is 150 miles long and, 
theoretically, all is divable in the right 
conditions, either on the inside or the out- 
side. Consequently, the dive operators 
are frequently discovering new sites, 
many of which are suitable for either scu- 
ba or snorkel. With a week visit to any of 
the fine dive operations of Abaco, the 
traveling diver will be treated to great va- 
riety, good dive boats and topside ameni- 
ties and the relatively low-key, relaxed at- 
mosphere so typical of the Family Is- 
lands. 


GRAND BAHAMA 

At the Northwest corner of the Baha- 
mas, Grand Bahama is situated along a 
latitude between Palm Beach and Ft. Lau- 
derdale. It is bordered by the warming 
current of the Gulf Stream and the deep 
waters of the Northwest Providence 
Channel. The island is both large and 
modern, with excellent shopping, dining 
and nightlife available in the Bahamas’ 
second largest resort community, Free- 
port. Air connections to Freeport are 
available from major U.S. gateway cities 
on various airlines, as well as from else- 
where in the Caribbean. Tourism and 
commerce move the wheels of Freeport 
and sophisticated resort hotels and casi- 
nos have evolved to serve the needs of 
travelers arriving primarily by commercial 
aircraft and cruise ship. The Underwater 
Explorers Society (UNEXSO) has like- 
wise evolved to serve the needs of the 
scuba diver and snorkeler among this 
vast tourist populace. 

Recently celebrating its 20th anniver- 
sary, UNEXSO, under the direction of 
John Englander, offers a superior scuba 
instruction program. It also has one of the 
Caribbean’s most complete retail facili- 
ties and offers daily boat excursions to 
the best diving available off Freeport. 
Packages are available with the Holiday 
Inn offering price advantages, the con- 
venience of the Holidex reservations sys- 
tem and an adjacent sand beach with a 
complete watersports program. All of this 
is within a short walk of the UNEXSO 
docks. Gear can be stored in convenient 
dockside lockers and the Tide's Inn is 
available upstairs for a quick cheese- 
burger or an apres dive cocktail. 

There is an impressive 18 foot deep 
training tank used for resort courses and 
scuba instruction, modern rental gear, 
ample classroom space and instructors 
skilled in all phases of specialty instruc- 
tion. UNEXSO also features reliable com- 
pressors and one of the largest fleets of 
dive boats in the Bahamas. Among the 
best dives is Theo’s Wreck, a 230 foot 
steel cargo ship deliberately sunk to 
serve as an artificial reef. It rests at 110 
feet close to the edge of the drop-off 
along the Grand Bahama Ledge. Not only 
are fish being attracted, but the wide an-

lands. Much of the area is undeveloped, 
but in the midst of this uncharted diving 
is a pocket of civilization and diving ex- 
pertise known as CHUB CAY. A self-suffi- 
cient resort facility with its own power, Its 
own water desalination plant and a large 
marina dedicated to both sportfishing and 
sport diving, Chub Cay has operated for 
25 years as a private club. Now, how- 
ever, the resort facilities are open to both 
members and non-members. These in- 
clude (for the public) 15 double occupan- 
cy hotel rooms; a roomy 34 by 16 foot 
wide flattop dive boat powered by twin 85 
hp outboards; a swimming pool; a photo 
center with classroom and automatic E-6 
processing; camera rentals; and a com- 
plete selection of rental gear. The dive 
operation is run by Jerry and Jane 
Barnes and features two tanks in the 
morning and one tank for the afternoon 
session. Chub Cay is oriented to the U/W 
photographer. It hosted both the Paul Tzi- 
moulis School of Underwater Photogra- 
phy and Gale Livers’ U/W photo pro- 
grams last year, providing consistently 
fine diving during these sessions. There 
is an unusual fish feeding reef called Oa- 
sis where not only do four or five species 
of grouper, yellowtail, Bermuda chub and 
angelfish congregate, but there is a small 
nurse shark which can be hand fed. 
Chub Point Reef lies in 60 to 80 feet of 
water and is notable for the eagle rays al- 
most always sighted and the mass of 
black coral. The Chub Cay Wail begins 
at 80 feet and drops to 110 feet. It is un- 
dercut and adorned with black coral and 
populated by large crustaceans and visit- 
ed by a wide range of pelagics. Mama 
Rhoda Rock features excellent snorkel- 
ing and good diving as well with elkhorn, 
staghorn and schools of small tropicals. 


NEW PROVIDENCE 

On the island of New Providence, Nas- 
sau is both the capital and largest city of 
the Bahamas. It is a collection of luxuri- 
ous high rise resort hotels, Superior duty- 
free shopping, an interesting straw mar- 
ket, the seat of government and rich his- 
torical flavor. There are casinos, golf 
courses, numerous tennis courts, fine 
dining and of course good diving. Diving 
on the north side of the island is served 
primarily by the dive operations in the 
Nassau area such as BAHAMA DIVERS 
LTD., NASSAU DIVE SUPPLY/DIVER’S 
HAVEN and SUN DIVERS LTD. CORAL 
HARBOUR DIVERS is at Lyford Cay and 
has relatively easy access to either the 
north or south sides. The operations div- 
ing primarily along the south coast of 
New Providence include SOUTH OCEAN 
BEACH and SMUGGLER’S REST. South 
Ocean Beach features other special 
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amenities besides diving, such as golf 
and tennis, in a lush, comfortable 120 
room resort. The dive operators in the 
Nassau area may also run around to the 
south when weather conditions are 
advantageous, but there is good diving to 
be found along both the south and north 
coast. Rose Island is popular among 
snorkelers and beginning scuba divers, 
as is Green Cay Reef with its lovely elk- 
horn and staghorn formations. The Ma- 
honey Wreck sits in 30 feet of water and 
has attracted considerable fish popula- 
tions, yet the Deep Mahoney in 60 feet 
of water features even better fish activity. 
The quality of diving off New Provi- 
dence is often underrated and while | saw 
only a small portion of the dive sites avail- 
able, some of those | did experience 
were quite impressive. | dove primarily 
along the south side and my favorites 
were Honeycomb Wall, which starts 
dropping vertically at 35 feet with a gen- 
erous sprinkling of caverns and even a 
swim-through tunnel from 80 feet back to 
35 feet; the Tears of Allah, the upright 
wreck sunk intentionally in 45 feet of wa- 
ter as a prop for the James Bond movie 
Never Say Never Again and again used 
for the Brooke Shields television movie 
Wet Gold: Goulding Reef (also known 
as James Bond Reef owing to film pro- 
duction shot there) with acres of magnifi- 
cent elkhorn coral and superior snorkel- 
ing; and what | came to call Horse-Eye 
Pier, an offshore boat pier sitting in 45 
feet of water with pilings encrusted with 
sponges and an ecosystem comprised of 
horse-eye jacks, octopus, needlefish, 
bluerunners, jewfish, grouper, angelfish, 
jawfish, eels and lots of macro subjects. 
To adequately cover the fine operations 
and the tremendous variety of diving ob- 
tainable from New Providence is not pos- 
sible in this short space. Those of you 
who see New Providence as just Nassau, 
and Nassau as just casinos and highrise 
hotels, are missing a whole world! 


ELEUTHERA 

in the central Bahamas, 40 miles east 
of Nassau, Eleuthera is an elbow shaped 
island more than 100 miles long. At the 
southern end of Eleuthera is the Rock 
Sound settlement and the WINDING BAY 
RESORT. On the Atlantic side of the is- 
land, Winding Bay features tennis, sail- 
ing, fishing and of course, diving. Most of 
the dive sites are in shallow to medium 
depths and include Beginner’s Reef for 
snorkelers in 2 to 15 feet of water: 
Horseshoe Cave, a 120 foot long coral 
tunnel winding through the reef in a 
horseshoe configuration; and Ocean 
Ledge, one of the deeper dive sites with 
coral ledges and good fish populations in 
70 to 90 feet of water. At the northern end 
of the island are clustered smaller islands 
including Spanish Wells and Harbour Is- 
land, areas rich in quality dive sites. 

After landing at Eleuthera, a taxi will 
take you to one of two water taxi docks, 


one of which will go to Spanish Wells and 
the other to Harbour Island for guests of 
either the Romora Bay Club or Valen- 
tine’s Dive Resorts. Both Spanish Wells 
and Harbour Island are exceptionally 
scenic, with immaculately clean, tree 
lined streets, homes sparkling with fresh 
pink, yellow or turquoise paint, picket 
fences, motor bikes and the ubiquitous 
satellite dish. The natives are especially 
friendly and the welcome extended to 
dive tourists is sincere. Spanish Wells, 
Valentine’s and the Romora Bay Club 
each offer quality accommodations and 
excellent diving, however, subtle differ- 
ences create a different market for each. 

Spanish Wells features two separate 
hotel units, each under the same admin- 
istration. SPANISH WELLS BEACH RE- 
SORT features seven cottages and 22 
hotel rooms, a restaurant, lounge, dive 
shop, E-6 processing lab and meeting 
room, all adjacent to a magnificent white 
powder beach lined with casuarina pine 
trees. The HARBOUR CLUB offers four 


one bedroom apartments, 13 hotel 
rooms, one restaurant and two bars. it is 


just across the street from the dive boat 
dock, so the boats are equally accessi- 
ble, whether by bus ride from the Beach 
Resort or by foot from the Harbour Club. 
The bulk of the clientele for both resorts 
is scuba divers, although there are 
honeymooners and general vacationers 
among the visitors. Manager Lil Campbell 
and assistant manager Grover Moberly 
are both very experienced in catering to 
the needs of divers and with the help of 
a very competent dive staff, have created 
a convenient diver environment. 
The boats are two 34 foot flattops pow- 
ered by twin 150 hp outboards, as well as 
a 22 foot Aquasport for small groups and 
a 28 foot Bertram for both diving and 
sportfishing. The diving occurs on both 
the windward and leeward sides of the is- 
land. The windward sites (those closest 
to the dive resort) are dived primarily in 
the summer and fall, leeward sites are 
dived the year-round. Among the many 
and diverse sites on the Spanish Wells 
itinerary is the Train Wreck, a stolen 
train that was being transported by the 
Confederates during the Civil War to be 
sold to Cuba. Only a ten minute boat ride 
from the resort, the Train Wreck consists 
mostly of wheels and rubble, but is used 
as a fish feeding station with grouper, 
blue tang, triggerfish and angelfish being 
handfed by divemasters and guests. 
Bridge Point ranges from 50 to 110 feet — 
and falls at a steep angle to a sand bot- 
tom with isolated coral heads. Larger pe- 
lagics, jewfish, grouper, eagle rays and 


an occasional lemon shark are sighted _ 


among the tube sponges, gorgonians 
and seafans. Meek’s Patch is a visually 
unimpressive collection of scattered coral 


heads in only 10 feet of water, but the _ 


marine life congregating around it makes 


it an exceptional dive. There are flying — 


gurnards, pufferfish, octopus, lobster, 








starfish, conch, juvenile and intermediate 
phase angelfish and great macro sub- 
jects. At least once a manta ray has been 
sighted. The Current Cut is justifiably fa- 
mous. A tidal change brings currents of 
six to 10 Knots between a narrow pass 
separating two islands. Divers drift 
through the cut at depths of 30 to 60 feet 
and experience visibility in the 30 to 80 
foot range. Each pass takes about 10 
minutes and the average dive session in- 


cludes three passes. The incredibly di- 


verse marine life typically spied in pass- 
ing include eagle rays in formation, 
horse-eye jacks, angelfish, barracuda, 
shark, stingrays and giant grouper. The 
Freighter Wreck is a 260 foot Lebanese 
freighter run hard aground in only 25 feet 
of water. Three-fourths of the ship sits 
perfectly upright above the surface, but 
on the one-fourth beneath the waves 
there is remarkable macro photography, 
huge parrotfish, tuna, spotted morays, 
green morays, hundreds of yellow sting- 
rays, nudibranchs of several varieties 
and large French and gray angelfish. 
There are many other sites visited regu- 
larly by Spanish Wells. Some of them will 
be visited by both Valentine’s and the 
Romora Bay Club as well. 
VALENTINE’S YACHT CLUB AND INN 
is comprised of 22 double occupancy ho- 
tel rooms with tennis courts, a swimming 
pool, boardsailers, day sailing and Hobie 
Cats.

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bour Island, is the exquisitely landscaped 
resort known as the ROMORA BAY 
CLUB. Specializing in individuals and 
small groups, Romora Bay offers a hotel 
capacity of 60 with 29 double occupancy 
rooms and cottages, some with Murphy 
beds. The dive service is also targeted to 
the small, personalized group with rarely 
more than ten divers per boat. The boats 
include two 30 foot diesel Island Hoppers 
and one gasoline powered Delta. Dive 
operations manager Jeff Fox reports that 
the dive sites are generally selected by 
individual interest and consensus and a 
heavy emphasis is placed on providing 
services for the underwater photogra- 
pher. Harbour Island is quaint and pictur- 
esque. Both Valentine's and Romora Bay 
feature excellent food, cozy accommoda- 
tions in a romantic setting and quality 
dive services targeted to small groups. 
Among favorite dive sites are: The Arch, 
a large coral arch rising from 110 feet 
with schools of jack and chromis, en- 
crusting and tube sponges and frequent 
sightings of eagle rays; The Plateau, in 
45 to 90 feet of water on the Atlantic side 
of the island and featuring sharp coral 
grooves channeling into a fish bowl with 
lots of hand-feeding activity; Sea Gar- 
dens in 10 to 35 feet with excellent coral 
formations but most notable for the giant 
fish, lobster and eel congregations; and 
the wreck of the Carnarvon, a 190 foot 
steel freighter sitting in only 10 to 35 feet 
of water with the stern mostly intact, the 
propellers visible and two anchors serv- 
ing as fascinating photographic props. 


EXUMA 

To the southeast of Nassau in the 
southern Bahamas, the Exumas consist 
of a 90 mile string of small islands and 
cays. George Town is the largest settle- 
ment and features an international air- 
port, a natural harbor and five hotels. EX- 
UMA DIVING COMPANY is owned and 
operated by Bahamian Wendel McGre- 
gor and is available for dive charters from 
a base in the Peace and Plenty Hotel. EX- 
UMA AQUATICS LTD. is a fine dive oper- 
ation serving the Out Island Inn and the 
Pieces of Eight Hotel, staffed by an espe- 
cially qualified and experienced crew in- 
cluding Al Zamrok and Don Morrison. 
The Pieces of Eight is a 32 unit complex 
built on a hillside overlooking Elizabeth 
Harbour and features carefully land- 
scaped and tended grounds, a swimming 
pool and excellent dining in the adjacent 
restaurant. The 88 room Out Island Inn 
sits on a magnificent strand of white sand 
beach with tall coconut palms, thatched 
cabanas and a complete watersports 
concession adorning the waterfront. Ho- 
telier Ken Bowe is justifiably proud of the 
accommodations and cuisine offered at 
both hotels and the two flattop dive plat- 
forms will quickly take divers to some 
quite interesting locations. 

Most of the dive sites are within a 25 to 
45 minute boat ride, although there is ex- 





cellent snorkeling just off the beach. 
Many of the dives are still being discov- 
ered and logged, but there is a lot of coral 
and fish life among the shallow to medi- 
um depth reefs at 25 to 60 feet. A few of 
the many coral reefs visited regularly in- 
clude: Stingray Reef, a large coral con- 
glomerate in a cut between two islands, 
known for the tremendous fish popula- 
tions; Conch Cay Gardens, high profile 
coral heads rising from the sand floor at 
40 feet to within 15 feet of the surface 
with beautiful stands of elkhorn coral al- 
ternating with brain and star corals; and 
Lobster Reef, a medium depth series of 
coral ridges populated by schooling 
snapper and grunts, barrel sponges and 
an abundance of gorgonians. In addition 
there are a number of ocean blue holes 
that are dived with some regularity. Mys- 
tery Cave consists of a huge cave open- 
ing narrowing somewhat to a horizontal 
tunnel over 400 feet long running be- 
neath Stocking Island. Other favorite blue 
holes include Angelfish Blue Hole, 
named for the numerous angelfish fre- 
quently seen near the opening and Hurri- 
cane Blue Hole. 


LONG ISLAND 

Long Island is rather large, some 90 
miles in length and approximately 400 
square miles. There are no large centers 
of commerce, although there are several 
small settlements and for divers there is 
the STELLA MARIS INN. There is a 4,250 
foot runway for both commercial and pri- 
vate aircraft and a variety of accommoda- 
tions available. The basic accommoda- 
tion is in one of 32 single or double occu- 
pancy rooms, each featuring private 
bath, veranda and air conditioning. In ad- 
dition, there are 15 apartments, some 
with and some without kitchens and 16 
two or three bedroom villas scattered 
throughout the garden estate. The 
beaches are easily within walking dis- 
tance and the marina is accessible via 
the courtesy bus. Owned and operated 
by three amiable Germans, Jorg Friese, 
Peter Kuska and Gerd Fuhrman, Stella 
Maris enjoys a loyal following from both 
Europe and America. 

A large dive center at the marine com- 
plex features three dive.boats, three com- 
pressors, 250 scuba tanks and a sub- 
stantial inventory of rental equipment. 
Among the more than 35 charted dive 
sites at Stella Maris are: Shark Reef, 
where divemasters use speared fish as 
bait to lure reef sharks in close enough to 
photograph; Barracuda Heads, with 
predictable schools of horse-eye jacks 
cruising among high profile coral heads 
rising from the sand bottom at 40 feet and 
also populated by grunt, snapper, goat- 
fish, grouper, angelfish and hogfish; 
Grouper Valley, with depths dropping to 
80 feet with rocky formations and lots of 
fish activity; Coral Gardens, with the 
sand bottom at 30 feet and large coral 
formations within five feet of the surface 








making this reef as beautiful to snorkelers 
as it is to divers; and the North Wall, a 
deep, vertical drop-off with massive pur- 
ple tube sponges and large cruising pe- 
lagics. The diving at Stella Maris is avail- 
able both on the windward and leeward 
sides of the island, so few days should be 
lost to inclement weather. 


RUM CAY 

Rum Cay, with its fine resort operation, 
the RUM CAY CLUB, lies 375 miles to the 
southeast of Fi. Lauderdale. The resort 
includes three beachfront guest lodgings 
with four double occupancy rooms in 
each structure, plus two cottages, for a 
total of 14 rooms. There is a cozy, cen- 
trally located bar overlooking the Atlantic 
Ocean with television and video cas- 
settes, a lending library, video games, a 
boutique, comfortable chairs and tables. 
The enlarged sun deck outside the club- 
house includes a hot tub situated ideally 
for viewing the sunset, all of which was 
built in 1982. The dining room and kitch- 
en is in another nearby building and there 
is also a deluxe dive center with rental 
scuba gear, audio visual equipment, 
classroom with workbenches, camera 
rentals and a complete photo lab with au- 
tomatic E-6 processor. The theme 
throughout the resort reflects an interest 
in underwater photography with marine 
life photos adorning the walls and slide

LIVE-ABOARD DIVE BOATS 

The Bahamas features one of the 
world’s finest fleets of live-aboard dive 
boats operating from the Florida coast 
and Nassau. The advantages to a live- 
aboard cruise include more dives possi- 
ble per day; greater accessibility to re- 
mote and possibly more exciting reefs; 
extended versatility in terms of reefs 
dived; and the convenience of having all 
dive and camera gear always at hand. 

Among the live-aboard boats currently 
plying the Bahamas are the sailboats of 
Bruce Purdy’s Blackbeard’s Cruises: 
Captain Tom Guarino’s 90 foot Sea Fe- 
ver; the Bottom Time owned by A.J. 
Bland; Captain Frank’s /sland Fantasy; 
the Sea Dragon; the Dragon Lady and the 
Sea Aggressor. This is a top quality, mul- 
ti-million dollar fleet. Each boat offers a 
slightly different itinerary and experience. 

For example, the 65 foot Morning Star 


and Sea Explorer of Blackbeard’s fleet 
(to be joined by a third boat by late sum- 
mer) are single masted, fiberglass hulled 
sloops equipped with auxiliary diesel. 
The charter operation is run by Bruce and 
Peggy Purdy out of Miami. Each ship has 
an eight person crew including captain, 
mate, cook and divemasters. The pro- 
gram includes a seven day, six night ex- 
cursion, with five days devoted to diving. 
Trips are all inclusive (food, diving, liquor, 
etc.) and while the boat will accommo- 
date 28 passengers, the cruise is limited 
to 22. The Berry Islands, Bimini, Freeport 
and West End Grand Bahama are typi- 
cally included on the various itineraries. 
As might be expected from a sailboat, the 
pace is intended to be more relaxed, lei- 
surely. There will be shore excursions for 
shelling during the surface interval. The 
Sea Fever features slightly shorter trips, 
generally five days, departing on Thurs- 
day and returning on Monday. Because 
the vessel can cruise at 20 knots the 
crossing from Miami Beach takes only 
three and one-half hours and there will be 
diving every day. Bimini, Cay Sal, the 
Jolter Cays, the Berry Islands and Vic- 
tory Reef are some of the areas includ- 
ed in the various Sea Fever cruises. The 
vessel is completely renovated for diver 
convenience and features an aluminum 
hull, air conditioning, two generators, two 
compressors, 110 volt electricity, 2,000 
gallon freshwater capacity, stereo and is 
first quality throughout. Captain Guarino 
has been operating Bahamas charters for 
13 years and ts skilled in both safe boat- 
ing and in finding the best diving.

B ree girls for every boy! California, Fort Lauder- 
dale’s Gold Coast may just be one up on you. 
Well, perhaps not three, but at a glance it seems that 
way. Unless of course you are a girl, then it could 
just as easily seem like three boys for every girl 
along this Atlantic Boulevard strand of beach called 
‘the strip.’’ This is where, at some time in their lives, 
almost everyone has wanted to come and play. One 
of the world’s most popular and famous beaches, it 
has been immortalized by the songs and movies of 
spring break—and the party will likely go on forever. 
On weekends, from the Bahia Mar Hotel-Marina 
complex and streaming well north of the Days Inn 
Hotel, you could easily believe you are a part of an 
impromptu circus parade. In the sky, brightly col- 
ored planes trail banners inviting you to party, dine 
or enter a bikini or belly flop contest at Shooters or 
the Caves or the City Limits or Summers. 

Along the beachfront business district, where 
proper street dress is a bikini, hundreds of bicycles, 
some built for two, weave in and out of the slow 
moving traffic and become part of the circus proces- 
sion. From one of the side streets, two dozen off- 
road pickups with enormous wheels and truck beds 
full of swim suited ladies may suddenly join the or- 
ganized confusion. Along the sidewalks, merchants 
display fuchsia and chartreuse T-shirts with any 
number of outrageous slogans and mannequins by 
the hundreds model the latest, tiniest, most colorful 
beach wear to be found on the coast. 

Across the street, spring break continues without 
regard to season. Thousands of sun seeking souls 
find their places on the golden brown sand everyday 
and liberally spread their coconut oils by the gallon. 

Only a few blocks away, a very different Fort Lau- 
derdale sports its own, more subdued, version of 
the marine parade. Mega-million dollar yachts and 
homes line the Intracoastal 
Waterway near Port Ever- 
glades and Pier 66: Florida’s 
version of Venice. It seems 
the only way to get around 
this city of luxury home-lined 
canals is on your Chris Craft 
or Morgan 51 Outisland. A 
full one-tenth of the city is 
lined by navigable water- 
ways. Every 15 minutes a 
marine motorcade of sail- 
boats, motor sailers, sport- 
fishermen and 150 foot 
yachts, complete with heli- 
pads, line up to wait for the 
17th Street Causeway draw- 
bridge to give them leave. 
From there they escape the 
deepwater cruise ship port and flee into the indigo 
Atlantic to island hop the Bahamas or ply Florida's 
coastal waters. 

Semitropical, Fort Lauderdale is perfectly located 
to offer a variety of pleasures for divers, sailors and 
watersport enthusiasts. An easy informality invades 
the atmosphere of even the high class hotels. In 
some, especially those along the beach, it is not un- 
common to find the majority of guests wandering 
about in swim attire enjoying this year-round land of 
warm sun and sea.

Divers Unlimited, the largest retail/div- 
er training operation in the U.S., with its 
retail facility in Hollywood, bases its dive 
charter operation at the Days Inn Hotel on 
the beach. Operating three boats, Diver- 
sion, Dolphin One and the smaller, six 
passenger Dolphin Two, they run daily 
two tank scheduled charters. 

Pro Dive has two waterfront, full serv- 
ice bases of operation, one at the Bahia 
Mar Yachting Center on Fort Lauderdale 
Beach and the other near the lighthouse 
inlet in Pompano Beach. Their boats, Pro 
Diver and Experience, also run daily two 
dive schedules. Either operation makes it 
easy to get aboard a Gold Coast charter. 

Scuba Rific 84 is at the Marina Bay 
Club off State Road 84. The operation 
has a new, custom built, flattop catama- 
ran similar to those used at many Carib- 
bean dive resorts. With a full service dive 
operation at the hotel, they are just gear- 
ing up for their first year on the coast. 

Broward County's reefs run very near

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to shore forming three distinct ridges. 
Their closeness makes dock to reef runs 
relatively short. The first reef line is per- 
fect for snorkeling, in places coming only 
a few hundred yards from the beach. Pri- 
marily formed by a low ridge of small 
corals and sponges in 10 to 15 foot 
depths, depending on wave conditions, 
its visibilities can run from a few feet to 50 
or more. Small tropicals skitter every- 
where, making these fun dive sites that 
often can be reached from shore. 

The second reef is by far the most pop- 
ular of the three. In 15 to 40 feet, at 
places it is alive with larger tropicals and 
game fish. The ledges form undercuts 
that rise abruptly from the ocean floor to 
form hiding places for fish and lobster. 
Visibilities average 30 feet to over 100, 
depending on wind and season. Although 
winter is generally windier and water tem- 
peratures much cooler than summer, 
some of the best visibilities often occur 
during these months. 

The third reef runs in depths from 60 to 
over 100 feet. It is overgrown with deli- 
cate, blood red and midnight purple 
deepwater gorgonians. Its ledges are 
home to the larger fish that come in from 
the Gulf Stream. Schools of barracuda, 
amberjack and pompano can be seen 
cruising these deeper rifts, especially 
near the wrecks. 

Two of the most popular and frequently 
dived reefs, Barracuda and Hammer- 
head, are south of the Port Everglades 
inlet. Popular owing to their location di- 
rectly off the beach of John U. Lloyd State 
Park at Dania, both have excellent coral 
populations. The shallower Barracuda 
comes to within 20 feet of the surface, 
suddenly dropping on the inshore side to 
create a three to four foot high wall. 
Brain, staghorn, star and beautiful pillar 
corals decorate its face. The ledge top is 
a patchwork of seafans waving above ti- 
ny coraline tunnels that provide hiding 
places for morays and lobsters. 

The deeper Hammerhead's coral fin- 
gers run seaward, forming faces similar 
to those on the shallow inshore ridges. 
The tops are overgrown with enormous 
lacy fans and large sponges. !n 60 to 80 
foot depths, its ridges rise four to six feet 
from the wide sand channels and provide

ular among aquatic hunters. Numerous 
spiny lobster congregate beneath the 
overhang and in the holes on top of the 
shallow reef. Many are ‘‘shorts’’ and un- 
less you are skilled in their capture and 
have a measuring device in your posses- 
sion it is only good conservation to leave 
them where you find them. Bagging 
shorts can also bag you a hefty fine. 

An occasional wary black grouper may 
also slip into view, but only the quickest 
triggers and sharpest eyes will take them 
home. Hunted regularly, they have be- 
come very spear shy and grow large only 
by remaining very smart.

Coast. Too compact to entertain large 
groups for long, it is often passed over by 
captains with large boat loads of divers. 
Sitting on top of a flat, almost barren cor- 
al plateau is the enormous, lost, 10,000 
pound Freighter Anchor. |n less than 30 
feet of water, its 200 foot long, mammoth 
chain runs across the reef to the north. 
The gigantic photo prop is totally en- 
crusted with corals and colorful sponges. 
Beneath its shank three large, beautiful 
blue angels have taken up residence. 
One is nearly 18 inches long and the oth- 
ers are more than a foot long. They show 
little shyness to divers and sometimes 
pose directly in front of your camera lens. 
A small puffer makes the chain links its 
home, while off to the side a pair of docile 
gray angels constantly cruises in and out 
of sight. 

Another popular reef, Fishers Pedes- 
tal, is close by. Two large coral mounds 
sit alone in the sand. One has a long pro- 
truding overhang beneath which large 
barracuda frequently wait to be inspected 
at the local cleaning station. Tiny blue go- 
bies swim into gills and out their mouths 
searching for parasites. On the other 
mound, staghorn corals grow profusely 
and are frequently invaded by marauding 
hordes of tiny yellow wrasses. Strange, 
balled yellow sponges grow on the sides 
of the mound, looking as if they were 
molded out of melted candlewax. 

Further north, at Pompano, the reefs 
take on a very dramatic appearance and 
offer some of the most exciting dives on 
the Gold Coast. In deeper waters, they 
sometimes jump 15 or more feet off the

sand, forming mini-walls on which cling 
tightly fused corals and sponges. The 60 
to 80 foot depths are close to the Gulf 
Stream and the water is frequently the 
clearest in the area. Large schools of pe- 
lagics sometimes come in close, as do 
turtles and other exotic marine animals. 
On occasion herds of migrating pilot 
whales and mantas have been seen. 

Wrecks are also popular diving attrac- 
tions along the Gold Coast. Members of 
the Broward County Historical Commis- 
sion’s Marine Archaeological Advisory 
Council have researched a substantial list 
of wrecks in these waters. Some are div- 
able, others well beyond safe diving lim- 
its. Some are known to contain treasure 
and may actually include one of the lost 
galleons of the 1715 Spanish Plate Fleet. 
The commission now sponsors an annual 
shipwreck symposium with many of the 
country’s most notable marine archaeo- 
logists and treasure seekers present. 
With archaeological training seminars, 
lectures, films and shipwreck excava- 
tions, it is an exciting weekend for ama- 
teur and professional treasure hunters, 
archaeologists and shipwreck fans. 

Wrecks that are regularly dived from 
the Gold Coast include the tug Trio Bra- 
vo, several barges and a houseboat. 
some have had their true identities con- 
fused over the years. The Copenhagen is 
now commonly called the Cumberland 
Barge. The true Cumberland is actually 
a hopper dredge known locally as the 
Cement Ship, which sank in the 1930s. 

Of all the wrecks, the most colorful is 
definitely the Old Houseboat. Eighty feet 
down for more than 20 years, it is en- 
crusted with gorgonians and sponges. 
Guarded and patrolled by three to four 
dozen enormous barracuda, her belly is 
home to hundreds of tropicals that hide 
among her ribs and railings. Because it is 
close to the stream the current keeps the 
wreck and adjacent reef flooded with 
clear water and often requires the dive to 
be done while drifting. 

In just a few years, Florida’s Gold 
Coast has grown from a local secret 
shared by a few to one of the hottest dive 
resort locations in the state.

area and screened porch with easy ac- 
cess to the beach. Nearby, The Retreat 
offers a very different and luxurious vaca- 
tion lifestyle, in beachfront condominiums 
blending with the unspoiled landscape 
but offering pool, racquetball, tennis, 
workout room, Sauna—and privacy. 

Completing the Cayman Kai vacation 
options are a selection of one to four bed- 
room oceanfront villas, also a short hop 
from the resort. All share the same amen- 
ities of full service restaurant and bars, 
general store and local markets a few 
miles away. 

The resort’s seaside Reef Bar has al- 
ways been popular with guests and resi- 
dents of Grand Cayman, whose Sunday 
tradition consisted of fleeing the “‘con- 
gestion” of Seven Mile Beach for the 
placid latitudes of North Side. Beneath its 
thatched roof, the island tradition of gos- 
sip Swapping remains intact, with a fluc- 
tuating cast of characters competing for 
anonymous notoriety, while languishing 
over the Kai's libations.

and limited equipment sales. Cayman Kal 
has two compressors with storage 
banks, 100 tanks and vans providing 
quick transport to the boats. 

Five PADI/NAUI instructor/dive- 
masters staff the Cayman Kai operation 
and full certification and resort courses 
are now regular offerings at the resort 
which emphasizes a learn to dive pro- 
gram for non-diving guests interested in 
the sport. 

The Kai fleet includes 36 foot and 26 
foot Bristol Bluewater flattops and a 24 
foot Aquasport. The operation can com- 
fortably accommodate up to 50 divers. 
Dive boats are booked to make sure no 
one is crowded and the Kai operating 
policy emphasizes comfort and safety for 
all guests. 

The Kai dive experience is that elusive 
excursion into primarily unexplored wa- 
ters, where divers can't predict what itin- 
erant pelagics and reef dwellers might 
put In a guest appearance over the wall. 
There is another plus—rarely is another 
dive boat in sight when you surface in this 
area. There’s a sense of mystery and the 
unexpected permeating this undersea 
side of Grand Cayman, but one secured 
by the pronounced safety-conscious poli- 
cies of Kai personnel. Dives are carefully 
planned; limited to 110 feet and the time 
limits for no decompression diving. 

As a safety precaution, all divers begin 
their stay with a 60 foot orientation dive 
to make sure all equipment is working 
and any problems can be corrected 
which might interfere with the enjoyment 
of the dramatic wall dives awaiting. 

Morning two tank dives leave at 9:30 
am with transportation to the dock provid- 
ed by courtesy van. One tank dives de- 
part at 2:00 pm. 

The names of the favorite dive sites be- 
tween Old Man Bay and Tarpon Alley on 
the north coast are as unusual as the 
names on the wooden signs identifying 
private villas along the road to Cayman 
Kai (Love Ya Blue and Cayman Staid, to 
name two). This is four miles of virgin div- 
ing. White Stroke, Doughnut Hole, Haunt- 
ed House and Queen's Throne are noted 
in my logbook, all boat dives. 

The North Wall is only 300 yards be- 
yond the reef and its spectacular fusion 
of a variety of hard coral peaks begins 
between 50 and 60 feet from the surface. 
During a week of diving at Cayman Kai, 
you re likely to experience canyons, pin- 
nacles, sand chutes and undercuts cov- 
ered with gorgonians and populated by 
Bermuda chubs and ocean triggers. 

A popular site just a 15 minute ride 
from the dock is Andy’s Wall. Here, the 
drop-off begins at 55 feet and falls away 
to reveal an unusual coral arcade at 90. 
lts sides are decorated with colorful en- 








crusting sponges and deepwater gor- 
gonians—the main thoroughfare for large 
schools of sennets and other schooling 
fish. Small wahoo cruise through the sea- 
scape beyond the wall and from time to 
time this site is visited by green sea tur- 
tles, spotted eagle rays and groupers. 

| feel confident in saying that almost 
anything a diver wants to see exists out 
here—from thriving macro communities 
in shallow locations to collections of reef 
fish. White Stroke is one exceptional 
shallow site, a marine museum of minia- 
tures in 30-50 feet. It looks almost like a 
desert during descent, owing to the sun’s 
reflection off the pure white sand bottom. 
But up close, a startling collection of coral 
clusters and tiny sponges is revealed. 

Those who visit Cayman Kai might find 
it difficult to decide which community 
offers more of what people addicted to 
small islands want—the congenial out-is- 
land ambience ashore or the unspoiled 
U/W world it overlooks. 

Whatever you may hear about Cayman 
Kal and Cayman’s quiet north coast, be- 
lieve only the best about this very acces- 
sible “remote resort area.’’ Wet or dry, 
you Il find Cayman Kai a memorable ex- 
perience. Undoubtedly, your stay, like 
mine, will be too short and you may 
leave, promising to return. This might be 
the Cayman you came here for, too.

miles of Lanai’s roads are paved. Wildlife 
enthusiasts enjoy hiking or jeeping 
through the woodlands, habitat of deer, 
goats, wild turkey and pheasant. 

A short five minute ride from the local 
airport brings you to Lanai City, a quiet 
farm community that makes you feel as if 
time stopped somewhere in the ‘50s. 
Beautifully shaded by gatherings of ma- 
jestic Norfolk pines, the atmosphere in 
Lanai is one of a small mountain village. 
The air is fragrant with the scents 
of pine and pineapple. 

Approximately 2,200 people 
live on the island. Many of them 
make their homes in Lanai City 
and most are involved in the pine- 
apple industry. Several general 
stores, a bakery/snack bar and 
the post office compose the town 
square, centered around the city 3 —< a i, eee 
park.

You can forget the pressures of city liv- 
ing at Hotel Lanai. Many guests never 
bother to lock their hotel room doors be- 
Cause crime is almost non-existent. 
Those who visit Hotel Lanai find that hos- 
pitality abounds. Byrd and Beth Gleason, 
the hotel’s managers, are on a first name 
basis with everyone and create a homey 
atmosphere for their guests. 

Beth has many talents. Because of her 
many years of restaurant experience, she 
has mastered the art of creative cookery. 
Be sure to try her pineapple pie, one of 
the most flavorable ways to take advan- 
tage of the island’s specialty. 

Byrd is a seaman at heart. A long time 
diver and Coast Guard licensed captain, 
he has an acute awareness of the 
ocean's waters. His ability to find the 
many dive sites Lanai has to offer is un- 
canny. Byrd is an accomplished under- 
water photographer who chooses |oca- 
tions that are especially pleasing to the 
eye and provide the greatest opportuni- 
ties for photography and sightseeing. 

Both Byrd and Beth are certified PADI 
and SSI open water instructors. Their 15 
years of combined experience included 
hosting daily dive excursions out of La- 
haina to Maui's neighbor islands, which 
included Lanai. 

Lanai is a diver’s dream come true. 
The morning begins with a wholesome, 
leisurely breakfast—no rising at the crack 
of dawn to prepare for a two hour boat 
ride. Manele Bay Harbor is a short, 15 
minute jaunt from the hotel. The new Is- 
lander, 22 foot open boat is capable of 
comfortably carrying up to six divers plus 
a captain. The twin Johnson 120 out- 
boards make it fast. Since most sites are 
such a short distance from the harbor 
and the seas are almost always calm, 
divers usually enjoy the trip while catch- 
ing a few of the sun’s warming rays. Al- 
though it is suggested divers bring their 
own gear, six complete sets of equipment 
are provided, including Scubapro BCs 
and regulators, 80 cubic foot aluminum 
tanks, assorted masks, snorkels and fins 
as well as wetsuit tops and farmer johns. 
Underwater lights are also provided for 
cavern and night dives. Snorkeling equip- 
ment is available for non-divers. 

Lanai has some of Hawaii's best and 
least explored dive areas. For years, 
Maui operators have traveled between 
two and four hours roundtrip to bring div- 
ers to Lanai’s subaquatic delights. Now 
Hotel Lanai guests have the distinct 
advantage of being moments away. And, 
better yet, a limitless selection of new and 
near virgin sites are now accessible to 
Lanal’s visitors. 

Three of the island's four faces are div- 
able year-round owing to prevailing

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: almost believe they were there. At 
any moment | expected them to sail out 
of 100 protected cays and coves to an- 
nounce their presence. Blackbeard and 
other pirates once sailed these islands, 
which were perfect for the practice of 
their evil craft. But no more, now these is- 
lands are perfect for one major pursuit; 
the pursuit of leisure. 

The U.S. and British Virgin Islands are 
known as the most perfect sailing 
grounds in the Caribbean. In any season, 
almost any weather, 360 days a year, 
they are a barrier to the open sea. Rising 
hundreds of feet out of the ocean, their 
rich, green, tropical mountain faces 
break the wind and waves. Running

per, Ginger and Virgin Gorda contain the 
Caribbean. Outside, the Atlantic may be 
raging, but the passage from island to is-

Sailing from Charlotte Amalie on the 
south coast of St. Thomas, the 51 foot 
Morgan Outisland yacht Minx f/ still car- 
ries a bit of pirate spirit. Owned and char- 
tered by Pirates in Paradise, it does not 
plunder, but captains Carolyn Rhoads 
and Michelle Riddle are definitely out to 
capture a bit of your soul. 

The Minx // is a set-your-own-course 
adventure created to be best enjoyed by 
friends. A maximum of six persons and a 
crew of two are taken on each voyage. 
Guests are in charge of the vessel. Col- 
lectively, they decide the type of diving 
and frequency they want. Wrecks, no 
problem; shallow reefs, no problem; 
caves or deeper drop-offs—the list is 
practically endiess.

The reef is inhabited by a variety of 
fascinating fish, including huge, shimmer- 
ing schools of silversides at the Fry Cave. 


ONE OF GRAND 
CAYMAN'S

ORIGIN OF NAME 

The reef system is named after Bob 
Soto, Grand Cayman's pioneer dive re- 
sort operator. The reef was close to Bob 
Soto’s first dive shop established one- 
quarter century ago. Soto utilized this 
reef for daily dive trip excursions and in- 
struction for beginning divers. In the early 
1950s the reef was inhabited by a school 
of giant tarpon and other large creatures. 

Since Soto used the reef so frequently, 
it became known among Grand Caymani- 
ans as Soto's Reef. 


SIZE AND SHAPE 

Soto’s Reef is one of the larger coral 
reef systems that can be dived from 
shore. The reef measures approximately 
one-half mile long from north to south and 
about one-quarter mile wide from east to 
west. It is too large to cover on one dive. 
In fact, it has been divided into three dis- 
tinct areas featuring three different types 
of dive; Soto’s North, Soto’s Central and 
Soto’s South. i 

Depths range from 20 feet along the in-

side edge to 40 feet along the outer. The 
coral reef complex rises to within six feet 
of the surface in some areas, a little 
deeper in others. 

Soto's Reef is honeycombed with coral 
caves, winding tunnels and well lit 
grottoes. There are also narrow canyon- 
ways cutting through the high coral 
heads, plus a few isolated individual 
heads. It is virtually an underwater city of 
coral structures. 

Underwater visibility averages 80 feet. 
Since Soto’s Reef lies close to shore on 
the lee side of the island, the water's sur- 
face is frequently glassy calm in the sum- 
mer, although there may be some slight

MARINE LIFE 

Soto’s Reef is comprised of a variety of 
hard, stony corals. The bulk of this mass 
is star coral. On top are beds of delicate 
small staghorn and occasional brain 
corals. Along the sides you will find sheet 
or plate corals. 

The reef is inhabited by a wide variety 
of fish. Schools of blue surgeons cruise 
back and forth over the coral formations. 
There are quite a number of different par- 
rotfish species including rainbows, blues 
and midnights. There are dozens of pea-

cock flounders to be found on the sand 
floor around the base of the corals. On 
numerous occasions, divers have also 
spotted the rare batfish resting on the 
Sand as well. 

On the top of the reef one will see a 
great many butterflyfish, wrasse, gobies, 
squirrelfish and other tropicals. On spe- 
cial occasions, divers have encountered 
stingrays, eagle rays and tarpon in small 
numbers. Last summer Soto's Reef was 
inhabited by a large manta ray for more 
than a month. 

In addition to the fish population, So- 
to’s Reef offers an excellent opportunity 
to explore and observe a fascinating rep- 
ertoire of macro creatures. There are lit- 
erally dozens of sea anemones, each in- 
habited by one or more communal 
shrimp. Small vase sponges often harbor 
shy brittlestars. There are lots of pencil 
sea urchins but very few of the thorny, 
long spined variety. At night, divers are 
likely to encounter small lobsters, octo- 
pus, spider crabs or the nocturnal red 
shrimp out in the open. 

On the seaward side of Soto's Reef the

sand bottom is inhabited by hundreds of 
garden eels that poke their quizzical little 
faces out of their sand burrows, quickly 
retreating at the approach of a diver. 


TYPES OF DIVING 

Soto’s Reef has something for every- 
one. It is an ideal area for beginning div- 
ers to experience their first open water 
lessons about the ocean environment 
and the coral reef ecosystem. 

The location is also ideal for underwa- 
ter photography, whether it be wide an- 
gle, fish portraits or macro. My favorite 
photo dive here is late in the afternoon 
when the light enters the caves at an an- 
gle, producing a cathedral like effect. It is 
a Striking scene, especially if you happen 
on a school of silversides. It is little won- 
der that Soto’s Reef is frequently used by 
Hollywood production companies and 
advertising agencies shooting major 
commercial films. 

Because of the abundant marine life, 
Soto’s Reef has become a very popular 
night dive spot. It is also a great place for 
a sunset dive. 

The reef is excellent for beginning cave 
divers. The labyrinth of tunnels, caves 
and grottoes provides the excitement and 
feel of cave diving, yet underwater lights 
are not an absolute necessity. A diver 
can see daylight from any location within

these caves and tunnels. 

Soto's Reef can be dived by boat or 
from shore at just about any time of the 
day or night. Hardcore divers find it a 
great spot for extra dives after the normal 
boat trip excursions. 


SHORE DIVING FACILITIES 


Adjacent to Soto's Reef is the well 
known Bob Soto's Scuba Centre. This fa- 
cility is between the Lobster Pot and the 
Burger King. The Scuba Centre consists 
of a dive shop boutique, scuba rental de- 
partment, indoor and outdoor classroom 
and a shore diving entry location. 

Visitors to Grand Cayman can rent 
equipment and shore dive from this facili- 
ty very economically. For as little as $15 
a diver can rent a tank, backpack, 
weights and flag on a float. If the diver is 
already booked on one of the Bob Soto 
diving packages, shore diving at the Cen- 
tre is absolutely free! 

How good is the diving at Soto’s Reef? 
The manager at the Scuba Centre reports 
that many divers come back to dive this 
reef two or three times during their 
week's stay on the island.

VANUATU’S 


HIDEAWAY ISLAND 
A South Pacific Paradise

Hier Island—the name aptly de- 


scribes this resort tucked into a re- 
mote corner of the world. Situated in the 
Republic of Vanuatu (formerly the New 


Hebrides), it lies at the eastern extreme of 


the Coral Sea. The entire island chain j 
a popular diving destination for nea 
Australians and New Zealanders as i 
surrounded by crystal clear waters a 
beautiful fringing coral reefs. Hideaw 
Island is ringed by some of the most 
spectacular and exciting diving sites to 
be found in the Pacific; the shallow 82°F 
waters are also ideal for snorkeling and 
natural light photography. 

The resort, run by Sue Antonio, is full 
of South Pacific charm. The simple fares, 
native-style bungalows, are isolated from 
one another by lush tropical vegetation. 
An open air dining area built in the same 
style offers Melanesian buffets. The food 
is excellent and plentiful, with tropical fruit 
salads and seafood dishes predominat- 
ing. Australian and French wines are 
served along with tropical rum punches. 
On Fridays a special island show is put 
on by the residents of neighboring Mele 
Village; the dancing and singing convey 
the major differences between Western 
and island cultures without making the 
visitor feel intrusive or set apart. 

Hideaway Island's appeal is enhanced 
by the outstanding professional dive op- 
eration run by Tony Antonio, the perfec- 
tionist who also maintains the boats and 
equipment. There are 36 aluminum tanks 
and two 6.4 cfm compressors; water 
transport is provided either by a 7.3 me- 
ter Haines Hunter catamaran with two 
175 hp Evinrudes or by a roomy flat bot- 
tom boat which offers easy entry and exit. 

In the protection of Mele Bay, diving is 
almost always available and visibility is 
between 70-120 feet. The majority of dive 
sites are 10-15 minutes away from the 
dive store. Two dives a day are included 
in the package. 

Two of the many outstanding dives are 
Acropora and Ghost Train. The latter is a 
series of coral tunnels illuminated by the 
sunlight which streams down from slits in 








the coral ceilings high above the sandy 
bottom. Several species of lionfish can 
be seen here along with the brightly col- 
ored harlequin tusk fish. Shells are abun- 
dant; | found an empty cribraria cowry on 
the floor of one of the many chambers. 

Acropora is a sloping reef with layer 
upon layer of huge tabletop corals. Under 
these platforms live diverse piscine spe- 
cies including clown, butterfly and parrot 
fish. | counted over a dozen different 
butterflyfish during a single dive and un- 
der one coral overhang | spotted a well 
camouflaged crocodilefish. 

Once a week trips are run to nearby 
Hat Island where ocean currents bring in 
tuna and barracuda. Close inshore, the 
reef slopes up sharply to reveal the many 
caves and tunnels which riddle its varie- 
gated coral formations. A diver can ex- 
pend several tanks here and never tire of 
the varied scenery which includes large, 
beautifully colored gorgonian and al- 
cyonarian corals. 

The three acres which make up Hide- 
away Island are five miles from Port Vila, 
the capital city of Vanuatu. Here, one 
finds many duty-free shops as well as the 
daily native market which offers an abun- 
dance of Melanesian artifacts and shells. 

Any trip to Vanuatu should include a 
two day stay on the island of Espiritu San- 
to, a major U.S. base during WW Il. Less 





than 100 yards offshore are the easily ac- 
cessible remains of the U.S.S. Coolidge, 
one of the world’s premier wreck dives. 
Its huge deck guns are partially over- 
grown with corals and its holds are full of 
trucks, guns and other armaments. Allen 
Power’s Santo Dive Tours arranges cus- 
tom dives of the wreck. 

Another outstanding attraction takes 
place on Pentecost Island during the 
months of April and May. This is the sea- 
son for the natives to ensure the success 
of their upcoming yam harvest. Their unu- 
sual ritual involves climbing atop a wood- 
en platform 80 feet above their fields and 
diving to the ground below with only flim- 
sy vines strapped to their ankles to break 
their fall. 

Transportation to Vanuatu is available 
by scheduled jet service on Air Pacific 
from Fiji and on several airlines from Aus- 
tralia. The weather is generally good 
throughout the year, but variable rainfall 
and increased humidity are present from 
November to April. The rest of the year 
the climate is warm and relatively dry.

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Symes are big these days. Many 
sports have their own emblems, flags 
or mascots. But only diving has its own 
credit card—a true sign of prosperity. 
Nineteen eighty-four will go down in his- 
tory as the year diving got its national 
credit card system; a first for American 
outdoor sports. Thanks to the efforts of 
PADI, a diver can now walk into a dive 
store with a plastic card and buy anything 
from a $2 air fill, to a $400 BC jacket, to 
a $1,200 scuba vacation for two. 

It is fairly easy to get this diving credit 
card (if you have average credit), it is 
simple to use and it allows you to buy 
what you want even on an impulse. 

In mid 1983, PADI got together with 
First Interstate Bank to develop a nation- 
wide system of easy credit for divers. 
This was quite a challenge since there 
had never been such a program before. 
First Interstate supplied the financial 
knowhow, cash reserves and credit 
checking system. PADI had the dive store 
network, an image of integrity.and the 
promotional pizzaz. It was a perfect 
match. Out of this marriage was born the 
PADICARD—diving’s first plastic money. 
lt was truly a giant step forward in con- 
sumer convenience. 

By February 1985, PADI had set up 
520 dive stores as authorized PADICARD 
dealers, covering 45 states and many 
overseas dive resorts. The organization 
had issued 4,500 cards and extended al- 
most $2 million in credit. The program 
was Off to a great start! 

The PADICARD program is incredibly 
simple. It is easier to obtain a PADICARD 
than it is to obtain most other credit 
cards. Here is how it works. A diver 
walks into his or her local PADI dive 


store, decides what he/she wants to pur- 
chase and requests ‘‘express credit.” 

The dive store picks up the nearest 
telephone and calls the First Interstate 
Bank people. If the diver has average 
credit, the store can obtain credit clear- 
ance in 30 to 45 minutes. Meanwhile, the 
diver has time to leisurely shop around 
the store or have a cup of coffee. 

Once ‘‘express credit’ has been 
cleared, the diver is assigned a credit 
card number and a purchase limit—usu- 
ally $2,500 (average). The diver receives 
the actual plastic card in the mail 10 to 12 
days later. The card is attractive, colorful 
and waterproof. 

The PADICARD can be used for just 
about any kind of purchase: dive equip- 
ment, regulator repairs, local dive trips, 
air fills and major dive vacation pack- 
ages. And, should you be traveling to 
another state or country, you'll be 
amazed by the number of dive stores ac- 
cepting this card.

The 
diver pays only $18 per year for the an- 
nual PADICARD membership.

tradewinds that create a leeward shore- 
line. Protective volcanic cliffs, rising 900 
feet from the ocean’s surface, create 
calm, clear waters with visibilities ranging 
from 100 to 200 feet. The island’s scant 
rainfall (12-35 inches annually) makes 
stream runoff virtually non-existent. 

Lanai was created some 25 million 
years ago by a series of volcanic erup- 
tions. As the molten lava poured into the 
sea, it hardened instantly, creating a mul- 
titude of tubes, tunnels, arches and 
caverns conveniently close to Lanai’s 
shoreline. Even the most seasoned div- 
ers are intrigued by the unusual sculp- 
tures. At certain areas nearshore the 
drop-off may plunge vertically to 200 feet 
or more while other spots level off at 
depths of 30 to 60 feet. 

Lanai waters contain a variety of inter- 
esting and unusual sea creatures. There 
are thousands of colorful tropicals, a curi- 
ous array of eels and larger sea life such 
as turtles, dolphins and rays. The gentle 
humpback whale makes its winter home 
in the channel among the three islands of 
Maui, Molokai and Lanai and whale 
sightings from dive boats are an almost 
daily occurrence then. 

It is rumored that more than 60 excel- 
lent dive sites exist. The vast majority is 
seldom visited and a large section of the 
northwestern coast awaits discovery. A 
few of Byrd and Beth's favorite dive loca- 
tions include: 

Cathedrals I: Just a two minute ride 
from Manele Bay Harbor, this is probably 
the most popular dive site on Lanai. Sev- 
eral pinnacles rise from 60 feet to just be- 
low the surface. Large spacious caverns 
create a cathedral-like appearance. The 
sun's rays shining through the openings 
create a colorful stained glass effect. A 
friendly group of spotted moray eels, al- 
ways a delight to visiting divers, make 
their homes in the outer reef structure. 

Cathedrals II: A ten minute ride from 
Cathedral |, this 60 foot site is best known 
for its detailed chamber formations and 
great abundance of marine life. Three va- 
rieties of lobsters are found living in the 
cavern's shadows. Delicate, elongated 
pipefish hover vertically near the reef. 
White ghost shrimp with long tentacles 
enjoy the dark corners. 

Monolith: This single block of hard- 
ened lava could be construed as nature’s 
monument to the beauty of its own sea 
creatures. A plateau begins at 40 feet 
and drops abruptly to between 90 and 
110 feet. Stretch, a five foot long pet 
brown moray, enjoys the curious atten- 
tion of his bubbling viewers. Black coral 
can be seen at this site. Within it lives a 
rare Hawaiian deep water fish: the long 
nose hawkfish. The two inch long red and 
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white striped creature perches precari- 
ously on the coral’s branches. The stub- 
born and motionless scorpionfish, a vari- 
ety of rainbow hued nudibranches and an 
occasional octopus are all part of the 
scenery at the shallower depths on the 
plateau. Byrd calls this one an ‘“‘easy 
deep dive.’ 

Grand Canyon: This awesome struc- 
ture is a sheer walled canyon more than 
100 feet long with sides rising vertically to 
40 feet. The canyon averages 10 feet 
wide with the floor at 65 feet. Big game 





side of the canyon. This is a superb loca- 
tion for watching and photographing the 
seldom seen Hawaiian lionfish and the 
even more bizarre looking leaffish. 

Byrd and Beth usually plan leisurely 
two tank dives that may encompass half 
a day. More diving, including night dives, 
is available for the avid explorer. Each 
trip is carefully supervised. It is the Glea- 
sons’ desire to guide each diver through 
every area so nothing is missed. Conser- 
vation is a strong point with them. 

Once you've explored Lanai’s U/W 
beauty, try hiking or jeeping the network 
of mountain trails that begin within a five 
minute walk from the hotel. Visit Ship- 
wreck Beach, site of a World War II ship’s 
hull or Hawaii's finest petroglyphs. Or, 
just lie back under a shade tree and listen 
to the waves at Hulopoe Beach. 

Though it is the least known of the Ha- 
waiian Islands, Lanai is easy to get to by 
air or sea. A $10 boat ride will take you 
from Maui to Lanai in less than two hours. 
A ‘‘more betta’’ way, as they say in Ha- 
wail, is to fly! Both Reeves Air and Royal 
Hawaiian Air offer several trips each day 
from Honolulu and Maui. Flights take no 
more than 30 minutes and the smaller air- 
craft (usually nine seat Cessnas) provide 
breathtaking views because they fly low- 
er than the larger planes. The flights are 
conveniently scheduled to connect with 
mainland carriers. Reeves Air and Hotel 
Lanai have created a very economical 
package that may be tailored to each 
person’s needs, depending on how much 
or how little diving is desired. 

Keep in mind that Hotel Lanai has just 
10 rooms. Therefore, early reservations 
are a must. To make arrangements you 
may write or call: Ocean Activities Center, 
3750 Wailea Alanui D-2, Wailea, HI 
96753, (808) 879-4485; or Byrd and Beth 
Gleason, Hotel Lanai, P.O. Box A-119, 
Lanai City, Lanai, H!

Lanai offers all the experiences of 
a remote Pacific island while still provid- 
ing the convenience of traveling within 
the USA. It’s all there—awaiting discovery

only one site in mind: the Rhone. The best 
known wreck in the islands and perhaps 
the world, it was a filming location for the 
movie The Deep. Heavily populated with 
fish and invertebrates, the wreck is a col- 
lage of almost everything that makes div- 
ing exciting. Sunk in 1867 by a violent 
hurricane, it sits submerged on the rocks 
to the south of Salt Island. One hundred 
twenty-five persons died, only a few sur- 
vived. With her engine room flooded, the 
giant 310 foot mail ship broke in two 
pieces. The stern, with its enormous en- 
crusted prop, rests in only 30 feet. Her 
overgrown bowsprit slopes down to 80 
feet. A resident gang of overgrown yel- 
lowtail snappers swarm above her while 
shy, pale red squirrelfish hide deep in- 
side. Amidship, her coral covered 


ribbings resemble the columns of the 
Parthenon, giving her an almost ghostly, 
yet regal, appearance. But the Rhone is 
only a prelude to diving the Vis. 

Many sites draw their names from the 
gigantic rock and boulder formations that 
line the islands. Rudder Rock appears 
from a distance to be an enormous ship's 
rudder standing alone. Infrequently 
dived, it is typical of many reefs in the Vir- 
gin Islands. Long sand channels begin 
right at the water’s edge, where stands of 
elkhorn coral line the reef’s perimeter. Al- 
ternating with sand and coral, continu- 
ous, dense, mounds climb ten feet as the 
configurations run toward deeper water. 
In the center, giant brain and star corals 
provide firm anchorage for large, wavy, 
purple seafans and tubular orange 
sponges. Angelfish work their ways up 
and down the chutes while featherduster 
worms, seemingly a foot across, pop into 
hiding when disturbed. 

south of Tortola, the Indians are the 
sentinels of the channel. Four large rocks 
jutting up from the seafloor, they form a 
mini-wall and have millions of inverte- 
brates clinging to their sides. To one 
edge a spectacular mound of pillar coral 
reaches for the surface, while on the oth- 
er a Shallow cave with one horizontal and 
one vertical opening serves as refuge for 
thousands of copper sweepers. 

Other caves are shallow enough to be 
waded. At the Baths, an anchorage on 
Virgin Gorda, rounded boulders larger 
than a two story house border a quiet 
beach. Because they have been exposed 
to the surges of the open Atlantic, cave- 
like passages have formed between the 
rocks. They make picturesque settings 
for snorkeling when the water is calm. 

At popular anchorages such as Cooper 
Island, Spanish Town or Great Dog, the 
dive-sail day is ended with the sound of 
mate Mauricio Ruiz softly plucking the 











strings of a classical guitar. Every eve- 
ning Captain Carolyn serves up a secret 
recipe of steak, chicken or fish with a del- 
icate sauce, fresh vegetables and a glass 
of wine as the purple after-glow of a set- 
ting sun overtakes you. At some anchor- 
ages it is possible to go ashore for an 
evening of local entertainment, at other 
remote sites the entertainment is provid- 
ed by the islands, the sea and the stars.

FLORIDA FOSSILS 


The state of Florida has legislated con- 
servation of fossil vertebrates found on its 
lands, including submerged lands. The 
law, Summarized in a newsletter from the 
Florida Paleontological Society (Volume 
1, no. 1, December 1984) encourages 
continued collecting in Florida's springs, 
streams and elsewhere. It only requires 
that collectors apply for a $5 permit from, 
and report their fossil finds to, the Florida 
State Museum in Gainesville. The pur- 
pose is to save any specimens new to 
science for the museum.

Persone’ Background: Female, age 31, 
in good active health but about 15 
percent overweight. PADI certified rescue 
diver with about 50 hours underwater; 
mostly wreck diving off Miami, Florida. 


THE DIVE 

On this particular Saturday the water 
was about 84°F, with two to four foot 
seas. Visibility was great and the Gulf 
Stream was running about two knots, 
which left quite a bow wake when the 
dive boat was at anchor. Because we 
were two of the more experienced divers 
on the boat this day, the captain asked 
me and my husband to be first in—which 
we proudly obliged. 

Once in the water, | encountered a 
problem with the tag line which ran from 
the stern platform to the anchor line. The 
shackle kept sliding up the anchor line 
right to the bow cleat owing to the pull of 
the current. It was quite a strenuous job 
pulling the shackle forward and down so 
| could reach the anchor line to begin my 
descent. (Does the word ‘‘strenuous’”’ 
ring a bell?) 

The descent was quite a job as well. 
Hand over hand down the anchor line in 
a two knot current was like a tug-0-war. 
Looking into the current caused my sec- 
ond stage to freeflow. Looking away from 
the current caused my mask to flood. | 
think | heard the captain remark this was 
going to be a real macho dive. 

At the bottom, 130 feet, it was really 
beautiful: very little Current, good visibility 
and warm Florida water with just a hint of 
the “rapture.”’ 

Beginning our ascent at nine minutes 
30 seconds (figured as 10 minutes) | ar- 
rived on the boat deck feeling a bit dizzy 
and really tired. | lay down for a few min- 
utes and took a fruit snack. After an 
hour's surface interval | was ready for our 
second dive to another wreck 60 feet 
down for 25 minutes. (Are you still follow- 
ing the tables?) | was feeling fit again. 


THREE HOURS LATER 
Dinner didn't help that tired feeling 
which returned later. | even cheated on 
my diet thinking the extra food would 








help. By mid-evening my legs began to 
ache a little but | wrote it off as the results 
of combating the current. And, when my 
left arm began to ache too, | wrote that off 
as muscle strain from fighting the trouble- 
some shackle. After all, it really didn’t hurt 
much! (This is called rationalization.) 

Ah, the next day; what a good night's 
sleep can accomplish! My legs were all 
better and my arm—well there was surely 
something strange about it now. The dis- 
comfort was still there. Movement had no 
effect on it and it burned now, as well as 
ached, from my collar bone to the knuck- 
les. The top of my hand was numb. 

The rest of the day was the usual Sun- 
day; we took our four year old daughter 
to Grandma's for lunch and swimming. 
But as the shadows of evening fell, the 
burning and numbness were becoming 
worrisome and my husband joked that 
maybe I'd gotten the bends. In his usual 
manner, he hauled out all his medical 
books and dive manuals (he’s just a frus- 
trated doctor at heart). He poured over 
them and concluded we'd nothing to lose 
by calling the Divers Alert Network (DAN) 
for a little tete-a-tete at 10:15 pm. | 
thought he was crazy. It had been 28 
hours since the dive and | really wasn't 
feeling all that bad, just peculiar. 


DAN TO THE RESCUE 

The kindly doctor at DAN said it was off 
to the NOAA recompression chamber 
with me and that a local diving doctor 
would call us back in five minutes with in- 
structions. We got the call and were told 
to meet him at the NOAA facility on Vir- 
ginia Key (Miami) at 11:00 pm. Sheer 
panic! Did you ever try to call a baby sit- 
ter at 10:30 pm on a school night? 

It was only a 30 minute drive from our 
house to the NOAA chamber and | was 
queasy the whole way. It had to be 
nerves because | was numb to the soul 
by now. 

By the time my husband and | arrived, 
a doctor, two chamber attendants and a 
facility director were there. As for the 
chamber itself, it looked like something 
out of Star Wars. You could drive a VW 
into this thing in which | was about to be 
sealed for the next two and a half hours. 
This was not my idea of sport diving! 

For the next eternity there was nothing 
but heat, noise, sweat, on and off with the 
oxygen mask and millions of embar- 
rassing medical questions. My very 
sweet inside attendant was well prepared 
with all sorts of gross looking emergency 
medical apparatus. But worst of all, with 
the fluids | was drinking, | really needed 
to urinate. The chamber bathroom con- 
sisted of one male hospital urinal sitting 
between me and the inside attendant. So 
much for going to the bathroom! 

My husband spent the time snacking 
and chatting with the others on the out- 
side. He was really mad he forgot to bring 
his camera and thought it was all very ex- 
citing since my life wasn't at stake.

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A MILD CASE OF DCS? 


We didn't get to bed that morning until 
4:00 am and then it was up again at 7:00 
am to take our daughter to school. From 
there it was off to outpatient hyperbaric 
oxygen treatments twice a day for the 
next four days at a local hospital. Morn- 
ing and night, morning and night, ad nau- 
seum, in a clear plexiglass coffin for 90 
minutes per “‘dive’’ without a fish or 
wreck to enjoy. Is this any way to dive? 


PROGNOSIS 

It's been three weeks now since the 
dive and my arm is 100 percent better. 
I've been ordered not to dive for three 
months and for the next three months 
thereafter, | may dive only half tables and 
no deeper than 60 feet. I’m told there 
there will be no residual damage to the 
joints or nerves nor any enhanced sus- 
ceptibility to decompression sickness in 
the future. 

OK table buffs, can you find what went 
wrong? Well you won't find it on the face 
of the U.S. Navy Dive Tables because 
what went wrong was all in the footnotes. 
Yeah, like the small print on the back! But 
let’s review it in detail because next time 
it could be someone's life, like mine! 

1) Never dive to the no decompression 
limit. Pick a dive time one group back 
from the limit. The venerable tables are 
reputed to normally bend two percent of 
the Navy’s healthy, young divers at best, 
anyway. Us weekend sport divers just 
are not made of the same stuff. So why 
take chances? 

Being female, with a higher ratio of fat 
to tissue than males, creates a higher 
rate of nitrogen uptake with a greater risk 
of bends. Being overweight, even if just 
a little, only aggravates this risk. Now add 
age 31 to the problem and it begins to get 
tricky. Anyone out there in their 40s? 

2) Use the next shorter time group for 
a strenuous dive. Strenuous is not a con- 
clusion you come to after surfacing; it’s a 
condition that can arise during or even 
before a dive begins.

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My strenuous condition arose while 
fighting with the tag line shackle in four 
foot seas before | descended. It was then 
that | should have aborted the dive con- 
sidering how little bottom time there 
would have been left at 130 feet when al- 
So following the above rule on not diving 
to the no decompression limits. 

Because of the lowered blood sugar 
levels of my dieting, a strenuous condi- 
tion was brought on far sooner than antic- 
ipated. Now throw in a little narcosis and 
it's quite possible to be unaware of the 
accumulating strain until it’s too late! 

3) Ascend at a rate of one foot per sec- 
ond; no faster and quite importantly 
enough, no slower. Remember how the 
increment of delay in an ascent is to be 
added to the bottom time? Well delay 
means more than a late start; it also 
means too slow an ascent rate. 

Earlier | mentioned that the scope of 
the anchor line was quite played out ow- 
ing to the stiff current. Well, that anchor 
line must have been a good 40 to 50 de- 
grees off the vertical. Ascending hand 
over hand, one foot per second, on the 
anchor line was only producing about a 
six inch per second vertical ascent. Con- 
sequently, an ascent which should have 
been accomplished in 130 seconds took 
240 seconds, causing more nitrogen up- 
take than the dive plan contemplated. No 
wonder my dive timer read 13% minutes 
when we surfaced though we began our 
ascent at nine minutes, 30 seconds. 

4) Always take a two minute safety de- 
compression stop at ten feet when diving 
to 60 feet or greater. | swear to you we 
always took that safety stop when diving 
60 feet or more. Why we didn’t this day 
is still a mystery to my husband and me. 
Maybe it was the heavy traffic going up 
and down the anchor line; maybe it was 
the gathering rain storm; maybe it was 
the four foot seas; the current; the fates; 
maybe, maybe, maybe. ‘‘Maybe’”’ is the 
Stuff of which accidents are made! You 
can be sure we'll never make that mis- 
take again! 

9) When any DCS symptom occurs af- 
ter a dive, presume it’s DCS. Do not ra- 
tionalize it away no matter how slight.

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A MILD CASE OF DCS? 


DCS symptoms do not go away with a 
little rest and left untreated could leave 
lasting tissue damage. Time is of the es- 
sence and any delay in getting to a re- 
compression chamber only complicates 
the treatment. In my case, | should have 
gone to the chamber right after dinner 
that evening. That was when the tired 
feeling returned, despite nourishment 
and my legs began to ache. Waiting for 
the next late evening was sheer folly; a 
28 hour delay. 

Though my symptoms had always 
been slight, the delay could have ren- 
dered them permanent but for the exten- 
sive hyperbaric oxygen treatments fol- 
lowing the recompression chamber. | 
was very lucky to be in competent hands. 


EPILOGUE 

I'm quite fine now with no lasting symp- 
toms or damage and | just don’t know 
how |'ll last out the many months until | 
can return to full diving. But I’m not going 
to rush it; I'll be patient. 

This whole affair has been quite an ed- 
ucation in diving safety and attention to 
detail. It's made me and my husband 
very, very conservative divers. We've al- 
SO concluded that considering the risks 
and very short bottom times involved in 
diving deeper than 100 feet, it’s not worth 
getting the gear full of saltwater. 

The only question this wonderful edu- 
cation has not answered for me is: How 
in the heck are we ever going to pay off 
$2,500 in medical bills?

America. Also included is a wooden seat 
which covers the fuel tanks. Our test 
boat, supplied by Scott McIntosh of Port- 
a-Marine, Costa Mesa, California was 
equipped instead with his Bridge Com- 
mand steering system. Scott feels his unit 
works better with the Mercury control box 
and offers it in place of the factory model 
at no additional cost. Padded seats with 
backrests were added as well. The driver 
sits two-thirds of the way to the rear of the 
boat, where the ride is the smoothest. | 
appreciated that in the three foot swells, 
wind waves and short interval chop 
which greeted us in the seas off Newport 
Beach.

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No York City: The Big Apple, center 
of commerce for the world. You trav- 
el to New York for business, top Broad- 
way shows, to shop for next year’s fash- 
ions and to visit the ‘‘best’’ restaurants. 
Normally, you don’t go to New York for 
a diving weekend. That is, until Steve Da- 
Puzzo, owner of the Scuba Exchange 
and Scuba Network in New York City, de- 
cided to offer divers a unique travel op- 
portunity. He figured if he made it easy 
enough for divers to stay and dive in New 
York, they'd get a chance to try some div- 
ing that, while it’s definitely not Grand 
Cayman, has a challenge, thrill and at- 
traction all its own. 

Dive New York City? Mention this to 
most divers in the U.S. and what you get 
back is jokes about the water. That’s be- 
Cause most visitors to New York see only 
the harbor and Hudson and East Rivers. 
While these latter helped create one of 
the greatest natural harbors in the world, 
as far as diving’s concerned, that’s the 
last good thing they did. Aside from com- 
mercial and police divers, the rivers are 
not dived because of current, extremely 
low visibility and hazardous obstructions. 

So, where's the diving? Well, the rivers 
and harbor are just a tiny part of New 
York's marine resources. The northern 
coast of New Jersey and south coast of 
Long Island actually frame an area of the 
North Atlantic long known for its prolific 
fish life. Washed by the waters of the 
northern Gulf Stream, this area is very 
popular for wreck diving, spearfishing, 
U/W photography and lobstering. 

The most popular type of diving in this 
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part of the U.S. is wreck exploration. 
Fires, storms, wars and ‘‘pilot error’’ 
have sent a large number of barges, 
freighters, passenger liners and military 
ships to the bottom over the last three 
centuries. It’s possible to sample all these 
types of wrecks while diving in New York. 

What’s the attraction? For some divers, 
it’s the thrill of visiting the wreck itself and 
knowing the tragic story of how the ves-

sel was destroyed. With more than 2,000 
shipwrecks in this part of the North Atlan- 
tic, there’s a lifetime of diving opportuni- 
ties. And, whenever a new wreck is 
found, the race is on to see who can dive 
and identify it first. 

There’s also the marine life. The nutri- 
ent rich waters of the North Atlantic play 
host to an amazing variety of marine ani- 
mals. Just a few miles from the Empire 
State Building there are anemones as 
beautiful as their Cariobean counterparts. 
Macro photographers can have a field 
day shooting these delicate subjects. 
Since they're really artificial reefs, wrecks 
harbor exceptional fish life: cod, angel- 
fish, toutog, flounder and hake. And, 
there's lobster. Veteran wreck divers 
capture bugs weighing up to 20 pounds 
on infrequently dived wrecks. The most 








commonly caught bugs are just more 
than legal size, about one to two pounds. 
‘“Shorts’’ are usually plentiful. 

Safety and personal attention are the 
keys to learning how to dive and explore 
wrecks. These are also key elements in 
the wreck diving program offered by the 
Scuba Network. It begins with Thermo- 
cline, a 28 foot, twin diesel powered To- 
paz that’s custom equipped for diving. 
Captain John Gyurtsak has all the latest 
electronic wreck finding gear: Loran, ra- 
dar, depth recorder and radio direction 
finder. He limits the number of passeng- 
ers to six and always has at least one 
(and often more) divemasters along to 
lead dives. 

A normal dive day goes something like 
this: After loading your equipment, the 
captain and divemaster check C-cards 
and logbooks. They discuss the pro- 
posed dive, giving the history of the 
wreck and telling the divers what to ex- 
pect. Before you go in the water, there is 
also an anchor orientation. The anchor 
line is the key to successful and safe 
wreck diving. Good wreck divers always 
descend on it, explore the wreck and 
then ascend on the anchor line. If there 
are novice wreck divers aboard, the dive- 
master, Richie Anzelowe, may even se- 
cure an additional line to the wreck that 
leads to the anchor. This way you always 
know how your position relates to the an- 
chor and all you have to do is watch your 
air, enjoy your dive and keep a sharp 
lookout for lobsters. There is always a 
divemaster willing to lead the dive if a 
buddy team requests it. For first timers, 
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eee Downs is one of the few televi- 
sion personalities who is the same in 
person as he is on camera. A cordial, ar- 
ticulate host, he is usually so engrossed 
in bringing out the best in others, we sel- 
dom learn much about the adventurer 
who has piloted a hot air balloon, sailed 
his ketch around the world, beaten Paul 
Newman in auto racing and pioneered 
skin and scuba diving. 

‘V’ve done it all with great trepidation, ”’ 
Downs says, ‘“‘except for the scuba div- 
ing which is total relaxation for me. I’m 
not a great diver, but I've been exposed 
to it quite often in my travels.”’ 

On the weekly television show 20/20, 
that Downs calls ‘‘a magazine of the air,”’ 
he was afforded a once-in-a-lifetime ad- 
venture exploring the Spanish galleons of 
Anegada Reef with the ‘“‘Lord of Ship- 
wrecks,’’ Bert Kilbride. Downs joined Kil- 
bride, reporter Geraldo Rivera and pro- 
ducer Tim Cothern aboard the 120 foot 
research vessel, Okeanos, on location in 
the British Virgin Islands. Attempts to sal- 
vage the Spanish galleon San /gnacio 
and the British renegade warship, Defi- 
ance—both over 200 years old—were fo- 
cal points of the show. 

‘Greeting Hugh Downs was like old 
home week,”’ Kilbride says. | knew him 
when he hosted the Today Show. | dove 
with him at Buck Island Park in the late 
‘50s and early ‘60s with other famous 
people such as Jack Lescoolee, Herman 
Wouk and Pierre Salinger. A lot of people 
don’t know it, but Hugh was a pioneer in 
using oil paints beneath the sea. Some of 
his seascapes of life on the Buck Island 
reefs capture the true beauty of our ma- 
rine world.”’ 

During the seven day production on 
Anegada Reef, 20 miles east of Tortola— 
one of the most remote areas in the Brit- 
ish Virgins—one of a dozen cannons and 
‘a 3,000 pound anchor were hoisted 
aboard the research vessel. Although the 
artifacts didn’t reveal any markings, the 
configuration and construction indicated 
a mid-1700s wreck. 

“It’s funny,’ Kilbride recalls. ““We were 
talking about treasure and | was explain- 
ing the magnetometer. | showed every- 
body the needle that depicts ferrous from 
non-ferrous metals and | said, ‘Hugh, 
maybe you'll find a gold coin.’ 

‘Great! Hugh said, but |’ll swallow it be- 
fore I'll surrender it to anybody! 

‘No, don’t do that, | told him, because 
the magnetometer works on people too!’ 
We had a good laugh and then went back 
to work.” 

Producer Tim Cothern says that Downs 
worked as hard.as the rest of the crew 
during salvage efforts. ‘There were very 
harsh conditions one day,’ Cothern re- 
lates. ‘The seas were heavy and there 
was no dive platform on the boat. Getting 
back aboard via a rinky dink ladder was 
rather hellish. But Hugh remained a real 
pro in adverse conditions, scrambling the 
ten feet from the water to the deck a lot

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better than most of us.”’ 

Cothern calls Downs ‘‘a walking ency- 
clopedia,’’ knowledgeable in aeronau- 
tics, space, diving, history and a myriad 
of other subjects. ‘‘He would kill you in 
the game, Trivial Pursuit,’’ Cothern con- 
cedes, ‘‘but one of his primary loves, and 
more than a trivial interest, is the sea.’ 

Downs first started diving in the early 
‘50s on the NBC Daytime Show in the 
pool of the Beverly Hilton Hotel, Beverly 
Hills, California. “‘We did a segment on 
the rudiments of diving,’’ Downs recalls, 
‘and | got bitten by the diving bug. Later 
we journeyed to Silver Springs, Florida 
with Lloyd Bridges, famous then for his 
Sea Hunt series. We went diving in the 
springs everyday. 

‘‘Another early adventure was with 
SKIN DIVER Magazine's Paul TZinaoulis. 
Paul and | dove the shipwreck, Ononda- 
ga, off Watch Hill, Rhode Island. A steam- 
er, sunk in 50 feet in 1918, she was pur- 
ported to be carrying a cargo worth over 
$1.5 million. We didn’t locate any cargo 
but that’s not surprising. The tide was 
running strong, the water wasn't very 
clear and it was cold—not the greatest 
diving conditions. But when you're bitten 
by the bug, you'll dive anywhere.”’ 

Downs’ travels have been diversified 
since those early days. He has been div- 
ing off both coasts of the United States, 
the warm climes of the Virgin Islands, 
Windward Islands, St. Bart’s, Guade- 
loupe, Martinique, Grenada, Hawaii, Aus- 
tralia and in the frigid waters of Alaska 
and the South Pole. One of his biggest 


thrills was riding a manta ray off Austra- 
lia’s Heron Island. 

‘| grabbed him behind the gap be- 
tween his eyes and boy, did he take off,”’ 
Downs recalls. ‘Like a roller coaster, | 
held on for dear life, but he sounded and 
that was the end of my jaunt. 

‘| tried spearfishing, but soon gave it 
up. | felt sorry for the fish! | tried my hand 
at photography, but the results weren't so 
great so | leave that hobby for other div- 
ers. | enjoyed oil painting underwater 
when diving was in its infancy. Surpris- 
ingly, you can pick paint up with your 
brush underwater just as you do on land. 
| painted some seascapes, wrecks and 
reef formations while entertaining fish that 
swam by and nibbled the paint pallets!”’ 

Downs was one of the first divers to 
ride a killer whale in captivity. He says: 
‘The trainer and | were in a giant ocean 
pool in San Diego feeding this colossal 
killer whale pieces of fish underwater. 
The trainer, who had never ridden the 
whale but thought it could be done, was 
rubbing the creature’s back with a kitch- 
en sponge. The whale kept sticking his 
tongue out, so | rubbed this big, rough 
protrusion with the sponge. He seemed 
to like it and he seemed very friendly, so 
what the heck—| gave it a try. It was like 
being bare-back on a greased horse.”’ 

Other divers tried it later and now riding 
a 10,000 pound, 20 foot long mammal in 
captivity is a show-stopper at Sea World. 

This love of sea creatures led to the 
adoption of a dolphin in the Florida Keys. 
‘Milt Santini kept a dolphin in captivity in 
Marathon Key,’’ Downs explains, ‘‘sort of 
a tourist exhibit. | called her Didi and later 
learned she was a male. But | swear that 
each time | visited and tossed in some 
fish, Didi recognized me. Didi was kept 
with Mitze who was really Flipper on the 
old TV show and it was difficult to tell 
them apart except for a couple of tooth 
marks on the side of one of them. John 
Pennekamp always preached freeing the 
dolphins to the wild so | talked Milt into 
letting Didi go. Didi is happy now, swim- 
ming in the protected waters of vast 
Pennekamp Park. But you know, it’s fun- 
ny... although that was a long time ago, 
tourists visiting the Keys today see a dol- 
phin in captivity and still exclaim, ‘There’s 
Hugh Downs’ dolphin!’”’ 

This experience spurred the popular 
host's interest in dolphins, whales and 
seals and he has promoted efforts to help 
them. The 20/20 show has done memo- 
rable features on seals and whales. Par- 
allel to this, Downs is strongly in favor of 
maintaining a clean and healthy environ- 
ment and there are future plans for 20/20 
features on this subject. In addition, if 
Downs gets his wish, he might return to 
Anegada to dive some more of the 180 
shipwrecks that dot the immense horse- 
shoe reef of the British Virgins that was a 
scourge to mariners in the 1700s. 

Cothern says, ‘‘The 20/20 program 
has expanded its format to include ac- 








ventures such as diving because 50 to 70 
million viewers are enjoying it. They es- 
pecially enjoy Hugh’s role because eve- 
rything he does is kept in modest per- 
spective. He is as genuine in person as 
he comes across on TV. At airports, res- 
taurants—everywhere he goes he re- 
mains gracious with people. It’s no won- 
der he’s welcomed into millions of homes 
through the media of television.”’ 

Although Downs hosts ABC’s 20/20 
show, he also enters the field to report 
news stories other than diving. He has re- 
ported on bulimia; depression as a bio- 
chemical disease; the current state of 
American aircraft; and children’s fear of 
nuclear war. He has received an Emmy 
Award, a National Council Film Award 
and a journalism citation. He still holds 
faculty status In communications at Arizo- 
na State University. 





People still remember him as host of 
the Today Show, The Tonight Show and 
Concentration. He has also hosted Good 
Morning America and lectures throughout 
the country on a variety of subjects. He 
has authored: Yours Truly, Hugh Downs; 
Rings Around Tomorrow; A Shoal of 
Stars; Potential; Thirty Dirty Lies About 
Old; and The Best Years Book. Downs is 
president of the National Space Institute; 
a consultant to the center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions in Santa Barbara; 
and chairman of the board of the United 
states Committee for UNICEF. 

He remains modest but reflective when 
asked about his secret to success. ‘‘ 
don’t mean to sound frivolous,’’ he says, 
‘but basically I’m a devout coward. | en- 
gage in some activities and while they’re 
going on | say to myself, ‘Hey, you could 
get killed doing this!’ But mostly | stack 
the cards in my favor, never underesti- 
mate my adversary and keep the faith.

For Hugh Downs, his 20/20 vision— 
both literally and figuratively—is a means 
to a personal accomplishment. For 30 
years his career in radio and television 
has led him to the far corners of the globe 
to seek knowledge and skills and bring 
news and entertainment back to the peo-
